LEAP takes first step to clean up suburb elections

Chicago's Project LEAP (Legal Elec- 


tions in All Precincts) is taking aim for 
the first time this fall at vote fraud In 
the suburbs. 


The organization lias worked since 1971 


to recruit and train honest election judg- 
es to serve In Chicago precincts with a 
history of ghost voting and other Illegal 
election practices. 


Believing Irregularities also exist In 


the suburbs, LEAP Is expanding its ac- 
tivities for tho Nov. 5 general election to 
suburban Cook, Lake, DuPagc and Will 
counties. 


"It's unfair to characterize the city as 


the only place where there's trouble," 
said Thomas Roeser, Project LEAP 
chairman and a resident of Park Ridge, 
at a press conference Tuesday. "We be- 
lieve there's an awful tot of work for us 
to do In the suburbs, too." 


ROESER SAID LEAP already has re- 


ceived some reports of dishonest election 
practices and patronage abuses In the 
suburbs, although he declined specifics. 
The organization Is asking the residents' 
help In Identifying all areas where unfair 
procedures are suspected. 


Both parties In DuPage County have 


agreed to allow LEAP to recruit election 
judges and Roeser hopes to obtain sim- 
ilar cooperation from political officials in 
the other counties. 


LEAP 
always 
has 
worked 
with 


Cook County Republicans In obtaining 
election judges, but to date the Cook 
County Democratic Central Committee, 
chaired by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, has ignored the group, Roeser 
said. 


LEAP election judges serve out of their 


own precincts and the organization Is in- 


terested in recruiting suburban residents 
to work at the polls in the city as well as 
In their area.- 


"Even If we don't have any real cor- 


ruption out here, which I doubt, people In 
the suburbs should be concerned about 
what happens in the city on election day 
because vote fraud there can definitely 
affect the total county vote," Roeser 
said. 


THE ORGANIZATION has targeted 


1,300 of Chicago's 3,147 precincts in 
need of LEAP election judges. The pre= 
clncts were picked because of reports of 


ghost voting, electioneering by precinct 
captains or political parties, harassment 
of voters or pollwatchers, Inflated vote 
totals by election judges or others in the 
polling places, incorrect reporting of vote 
t o t a l s , illegal assistance and in- 
timidation. 


Besides training election judges, LEAP 


also dispatches teams of troubleshooters 
on election day in response to requests 
for assistance. 


The organization works closely with 


the Chicago Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, the Cook County State's Attor- 


ney's Office and the U.S. Attorney's of- 
fice. 


The group so far has recruited 1,000 


election judges to work Nov. 5, an all- 
time record for LEAP, according to 
Kirsten Svare, executive director. The 
organization wants to surpass the 1,300 
goal in Chicago and Miss Svare said Re- 
publican election judges are still "des- 
perately needed." 


Any registered voter may serve as an 


election judge. Persons interested may 
contact Project LEAP at 22 W. Monroe 
St., Room 1501, Chicago. The telephone

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City form of government needed 
^Village must change 
to vote by wards9

Wheeling Village Atty. Paul Hamor 


said tho village must change to a city 
fcrm of government if it is to adopt 
Trustee John Kocppcn's proposal to di- 
vide the town into aidermanic districts. 


Hamcr Monday night presented a re- 


port to the village board outlining the 
steps to follow to make the switchover 
from trustees elected at-large to repre- 
sentatives elected from districts. 


Kocppcn requested the change about 


two weeks ago, saying that dividing the 
village into electoral districts would pro- 
vide better representation throughout the 
village. Under tho present at-largc sys- 
tem, four out of six trustees, Including 
Koeppcn, come from tho same area. 


1IAMER TOLD THE village board that 


Illinois law prohibits Wheeling from 
being divided into wards and abandoning 


at-largc elections until it reaches a popu- 
lation of 25,000. The present population of 
Wheeling Is about 18,000. 


Before the village could make any 


changes, he said, voters would have to 
approve In a special election a switch to 
a city form of government. He said the 
two types of government are similar, but 
noted several differences. 


If Wheeling chose to go to a city form 


of government, he said, it could choose 
the aidermanic form or the strong mayor 
form. 


The aidermanic form requires the elec- 


tion of 10 aldermen, two from each of 
five districts. The voters could likewise 
choose to reduce the number of aldermen 
to five. In either case, the number of 
elected officials would change. The may- 
or would still be elected at-large. 


IN THE STRONG mayor form of city 


$1,630 subsidy OKd 
for NORTRAN service 


Wheeling officials have approved a 


$1,630 subsidy to the North Suburban 
Mass Transit District to help finance bus 
service between the village and downton 
Chicago. 


All Northwest suburban communities 


served by United Motor Coach Co. are 
being asked to subsidize the company 
based on tho amount of service In each 
municipality. 


Tho Wheeling Village Board Monday 


night approved the subsidy request 6-0, 
the first in the area to do so. 


At. 0. Horchcr, administrative assist- 


ant, suggested the village pay the sub- 
sidy, noting there is no other means of 
public transportation between Wheeling 
and Chicago's Loop. 


HAZEL STEINKK. 100 Deborah La, 


Wheeling, last week told the village 
board that many senior citizens use the 
bus service and arc disturbed over the 
possibility of its termination. 


NORTRAN officials have said the bus 


company's operating deficit is mounting 


and that without subsidies from the mu- 
nicipalities, service will end. Wheeling's 
subsidy is contingent on the present ser- 
vice being maintained. 


At present, United Motor Coach has 


two buses a day serving Wheeling. Mrs. 
Steinke had suggested the village nego- 
tiate with NORTRAN for more buses be- 
fore granting the subsidy. Village Pres. 
Ted Scanlon, however, said there appar- 
ently will be no increase in service. 


MOUNT PROSPECT HAS turned down 


a request by NORTRAN for $1,997 and 
Elk Grove Village has rejected a $13,279 
request. Subsidy requests in the follow- 
ing amounts are pending: Arlington 
Heights, $1,484; DCS Plaines, $52.000; and 
Plalatine, $1,274. 


NORTRAN officials said the subsidies 


will be a one-time request, adding that 
the district eventually will be taken over 
by the Regional Transportation Author- 
ity. RTA funds for NORTRAN arc being 
held up because of a dispute over elec- 
tion of an RTA board. 


government, eight aldermen would be 
elected from four wards. The mayor 
would be elected at-large and would be- 
come the full-time administrator of the 
village, replacing the village manager. 


Hamer said if the village chooses to 


switch to a city form of government, the 
terms of all trustees would be dissolved 
and they would have to run for the new- 
ly-established aidermanic seats. 


If tho village does this before next 


spring's municipal election, as Koeppcn 
has proposed, Trustees William Hein and 
Donald Jackson, both of whom have two 
years remaining on their terms, would 
have to give up their seats and run 
again. 


Jackson could not be reached for com- 


ment Tuesday and Hein said he will wait 
for additional information from Hamcr 
before commenting on the possibility of 
losing his seat. Hein and Jackson have 
said, however, they are not sure Kocp- 
pen's proposal is necessary. 


VILLAGE PRES. Ted Scanlon and 


Trustees Edward Berger, Albert Lang 
and Ronald Bruhn said they are leaning 
favorably toward the proposal, depend- 
ing on its feasibility. 


Several members of the Wheeling Im- 


provement Party (WHIP) last week 
spoke out against the proposal. They said 
the present system provides for adequate 
representation and in the words of one 
WHIP member, the proposal is an at- 
tempt by opponents of the party to "di- 
vide and conquer" the village in the next 
election. 


Koeppen denied that there are any ul- 


terior motives for his proposal. "I sug- 
gested the change because I thought it 
would give more people a chance to 
run," he said. "This was my only reason 
for requesting this and as far as some of 
the comments in the newspaper, I won't 
even try to answer them." 


The village board Monday night did not 


act on Koeppen's proposal, saying it 
wants information on the "pros and 
cons" of switching to a city form of gov- 
ernment before making a decision. 


Koeppen also requested that Hamer 


look into the feasibility of putting his pro- 
posal to the voters in a public policy ref- 
erendum to determine if residents favor 
the idea. "All I'm trying to do is find out 
what the people want," Koeppen said.

Attorney's opinion to trustees 
Village may have right 
to ban police-call monitors 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer says Wheel- 


ing may have the right to ban the use of 
radio receivers that monitor police calls 
if officials determine the radios are 
creating problems. 


Hamer issued the legal opinion to vil- 


lage board members this week at the 
request of Trustee William Hein. Hein 
asked that Hamer look into the legality 
of passing an ordinance that would out- 
law such receivers for the "safety of po- 
licemen." 


The receivers are a detriment to po- 


licemen, he said, because then enable 


burglars, vandals and other criminals to 
monitor police calls. 


Hein denied he has called for a ban on 


police monitors as part of an effort to 
prevent news leaks in the police depart- 
ment. 


In the legal opinion, Hamer states Illi- 


nois law does not specifically prohibit 
monitoring of police calls, but does "per- 
mit a municipality to pass all necessary 
police ordinances; to suppress noises in 
any public or private place and to define 
and prevent nuisances." 


"The Illinois Municipal Code may 


grant the implied authority to prevent 
the monitoring of police calls if this has 
become a problem in the community," 
Hamer said. 


After reviewing Hamer's opinion Mon- 


day night, the village board directed 
Hein's proposal to the Judiciary and Pur- 
chasing Committee for further study. 


According to one police source, offi- 


cials believe residents monitor police 
calls and call newspapers to give them 
the information.

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Police assume 


million heist 


was 'inside job'

Investigators worked Tuesday on the 


assumption that a vault burglary esti- 
mated at $4 million or more, believed to 
bo the biggest cash looting in American 
criminal history, was masterminded by 
an "insider" who knew the lock's com- 
bination and how to bypass a sensitive 
alarm system. 


The Investigation has turned up "two 


definite suspects," but neither has been 
arrested, police said late Tuesday. They 
refused to Identify them, other than to 
say one was an employe of the company. 


A police estimate put the weekend haul 


at nearly $4 million. A vice president of 
Purolator Security Inc. sold the company 
still was trying to determine the amount 
of cash taken from its Armored Express 
Division vault during the weekend. 


"An accurate count has not been 


made. But I con tell you the vault con- 
tained much more than $4 million," said 
Joseph Woods, Midwest senior vice presi- 
dent, a former Cook County sheriff, and 
a member of the Cook County Board. 


MOST OF THE company's 350-360 em- 


ployes have taken or are scheduled to 
undergo lie detector tests "on the as- 
sumption it was an inside job," Woods 
said. Five persons, "ones with the great- 
est access to the vault," were tested 
Monday and another 20-25 were taking 
polygraph tests Tuesday. • 


"All that is known now is that some- 


time between 9:26 p.m. Saturday when 
the vault received its last shipment of 
cash and 1:11 Monday morning when 
smoke alarms were touched off in the 
vault, the burglary took place," Woods 
said. 


Firemen, police and company officials 


who entered the half-Mock, one-story yel- 
low brick building on Chicago's Near 
North Side found the looted vault 
shrouded in smoke. They also discovered 
11 gasoline-filled plastic bags that had 
failed to ignite because of insufficient ox- 
ygen. 


Investigators 
said the bags were 


equipped with time fuses and apparently 
were designed to start a fire that would 
have covered the burglary and caused 
investigators to think the money was de- 
stroyed by the flames.

Alexian Brothers Medical Center in 


Elk Grove Village Tuesday reported a 
shortage of the antibiotic amplclllln 
while three other Northwest suburban 
hospitals said they have adequate sup- 
plies. 


The drug, used to treat many diseases, 


apparently is in short supply nationwide. 
It is used to attack many organisms in- 
cluding such bacterial Infections as 
staphylococcus, streptococcus and cer- 
tain types of pneumonia and influenza. 


The shortage at Alexian Brothers is not 


critical, a spokesman said. She said doc- 
tors are substituting other antibiotics 
which arc just as effective. 


Pharmacies at Northwest Community 


Hospital in Arlington Heights, Lutheran 
General Hospital in Park Ridge and Holy 
Family Hospital In Des Plalnes reported 
no shortage of the drug. 


"We are not hurting here because we 


expected a shortage and acted accord- 
ingly," a spokesman for Holy Family 
sold. Sho said doctors are using specific 
antibiotics instead of amplclllln when- 
ever possible. 


"We are saving the amplcillln for 


emergencies when doctors are not sure 
what they're fighting," she said. 


The antibiotic also is in short supply at 


various Chicago hospitals, including Cook 
County Hospital and Rush-Presbyterian- 
St. Luke's Medical Center. Pharmacy di- 
rectors said they did not know why there 
Is not enough amplclllln.

Plymouth, Mass., in 1962 and $1.2 million 
in the holdup of a Brinks garage in Bos- 
ton in 1950.

Transportation costs were on the rise, 


too. Starting Nov. 1, it will cost more to 
cross the Atlantic by jet and cross New 
York by taxi. 


The Labor Department said the Con- 


sumer Price Index rose 1.2 per cent in 
September, pushing the annual rate of 
increase to 12.1 per cent — the highest 
since 1947. Consumers paid more for 
nearly everything they bought. 


Against this bleak backdrop of soaring 


prices, Sen. Edmund S. Muskle, 
D-Malne, said Tuesday night President 
Ford's economic program would invite 
recession, weaken the nation and pro- 
mote uneven sacrifice but prove in- 
effective against inflation. 


"These are the depressing realities 


against the President's economic mes- 
sage," said Muskic. "It strikes hardest 
against the average American family. It 
exempts those who already have most. It 
does little for those who have least." 


Muskie spoke for a half hour over NBC 


radio and television offering a Democrat- 
ic response to Ford's speech lost week on 
ways Americans can fight inflation. 


In his reply, Muskie said: "Admoni- 


tions to 'balance your family budget' 
when the family paycheck will not cover 
bare necessities begs the question of 
what we must do." 


The senator proposed heavier taxes on 


large inheritances, a heavier minimum 
tax on the wealthy, "hard bargaining" 
by Ford to talk companies and unions 
out of excessive price or wage Increases, 
tax reform and a temporary cut in pay- 
roll taxes In place of Ford's proposed 5 
per cent income tax surcharge. 


Meanwhile, Federal Energy Adminis- 


trator John C. Sawhill said Tuesday the 
government must lift federal price con- 
trols from natural gas in order to avoid 
supply shortages. Consumers, he said, 
will have to expect and tolerate the high- 
er prices that would surely follow such 
deregulation. 


And John R. Quarles Jr., deputy ad- 


ministrator of the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, urged higher gasoline taxes 
or rationing "to cut down on excessive 
automobile use." 


As the officials were calling for higher 


taxes or prices, three of the nation's 
largest oil companies were reporting 
sharp increases in profits. 


Shell Oil's net earnings for the third 


quarter were 158 per cent above the 
same period in 1973; Gulf Oil reported 
Increases of 31 per cent; and Exxon 
Corp., the world's largest oil company, 
said its profits were up 25.6 per cent. 


In other economic developments: 
• Despite higher supermarket prices 


for beef, ranchers in Oklahoma City told 
Ford "many cattle feeders lost more in 


one year than they made in the previous 
10." 


• The Civil Aeronautics Board ooosted 


fares on regularly scheduled transatlan- 
tic flights by 18 per cent, charter fare* 
by as much as 35 per cent, and said it is 
considering higher fares for domestic 
flights.- 


• New York City approved a taxi fare 


increase of more than 67 per cent.

Kissinger off on whirlwind tour 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger loft Tuesday on 
a diplomatic mission to promote peace 
and the fight against world hunger in 
Moscow, South Asia and possibly the 
Middle East. 


Kissinger, traveling by Air Force jet 


from Andrews AFB, Md., headed first 
for Moscow and talks with Soviet Com- 
munist party leader Loenld I. Brezhnev 
Oct. 23 to 27, keyed on the next round of 
strategic arms negotiations. 


Kissinger also may discuss a possible 


summit meeting between Brezhnev and 
President Ford, widely reported to be In 
the works for late November in Siberia 


after the President visits Japan and 
South Korea. 


The Soviet Union reportedly is looking 


fonvard to Kissinger's visit to continue to 
widen the movement toward detente. 


Diplomats in the Kremlin said they 


were concerned whether Ford would con-

tinue former President Richard Nixon's 


Kissinger 
policies of lessening tensions, and they 
hoped to be reassured on the point by 
Kissinger. Kissinger will have a packed 
agenda during his talks, including dis- 
cussions on limiting nuclear arms, trade 
and agriculture. 


From Moscow, Kissinger will go to In- 


dia, Bangladesh, Pakistan and Afghanis- 


tan to discuss political, economic and 
food problems. 


Kissinger plans to stop also in Iran, 


Romania and Yugoslavia on the way to 
Italy, and aides reported he may 
squeeze in a visit to Ankara to encourage 
a peaceful solution to the Cyrpus prob- 
lem. This could be followed by another 
whirlwind peace-seeking tour of the 
Middle East, officials said. 


On his return to Washington, sometime 


before mid-November, Kissinger will 
prepare for another overseas journey — 
this time to Japan, and South Korea with 
Ford beginning Nov. 19. 


Ford links Dem wins, wild spending 


CLEVELAND (UPI) — President Ford 


campaigned through the Midwest for Re- 
publican candidates 
Tuesday 
with a 


warning that a Democratic landslide 
Nov. 5 could pack Congress with econom- 
ic "extremists" and jeopardize peace. 


In increasingly tougher language Ford 


besceched party faithful at stops in Okla- 
homa and Ohio to back Republican state- 
house and congressional candidates to 
preserve the two-party system. 


A Democratic landslide "could resur- 


rect the wild spending programs of the 
years 1965 and 1966," Ford told an Okla- 
homa City rally, and "election of these 
extremists of the Democratic Party — 
and they would come from that element. 
— could threaten the internal balance of 
our legislative processes." 


Citing world trouble spots from Cuba 


to tho Middle East, Ford said a Presi- 
dent needs a bipartisan Congress behind 
him to deal with international problems. 


"If we get the wrong kind of Congress, 


peace could be in jeopardy," he said. 


"I plead with you to give America, not 


to me, the kind of Congress that would 
be missionary, farsighted and imagina- 
tive." 


Ford said 1974 is "the year of decision, 


as I see it, for the survival of the two- 
party system in our great country." 


Democratic National Chairman Robert 


Strauss reacted strongly to Ford's use of 
words like "extremists," and called on 
the President to retract them. 


"It's reminiscent of the 1970 campaign 


efforts of President Nixon and Vice Pres- 
ident Agnew," Strauss said. "The same 
kind of rhetoric and the same sort of at- 
tempt to appeal to the baser instincts of 


the American people. It was rejected In 
1970 and it will be rejected in 1974." 


Throughout the day Ford received ad- 


ditional reports from local party officials 
of slipping Republican support, and some 
acknowledged that Ford's appearances 
were themselves attracting smaller 
crowds than hoped. 


Rocky defers answering further queries 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Vice Presiden- 


tial designate Nelson Rockefeller said 
Tuesday he would defer answering fur- 
ther questions about his nomination until 
he appears in person before the Congres- 
sional committees considering it. 


In a statement Issued by his office, 


Rockefeller said, "I have been as respon- 
sive to the needs and demands of the 
public information media as has been hu- 
manly possible. 


"But it has become physically impos- 


sible to do the research and obtain all 
the information requested by the press 
while similarly fulfilling the requests 
from the committees." 


Rockefeller said matters have reached 


a point at which "I must insist on fulfill- 
ing my primary obligations: my special 
obligation at this time to my wife and 
children; and also to the Congressional 


committees and the Congress as repre- 
sentatives for the American people under 
the provisions of the 25th Amendment." 


Rockefeller said he has given to the 


FBI and the House and Senate com- 
mittees "all of the tax returns, Income 
and gifts, which they have requested." 


Rockefeller said his first scheduled ap- 


pearance is before the Senate committee 
on Nov. 13.

Peipcr, who began working as a peanut 
vendor in 1904, became field announcer 
in 1916 and used a megaphone to an- 
nounce from the field until the club in- 
stalled a public address system in 1932.

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Schlickman rips 
high court stand 
on parochiaid 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


n-Arllngton Heights, expressed dls- • 
pleasure Tuesday at a U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling against state aid to church- 
supported schools. 


Schlickman, one of the leading propo- 


nents of assistance to parochial schools 
In the Illinois General Assembly, called 
the decision "rather discouraging." 


The court, In a 6-3 vote this week, reaf- 


firmed Its stand against state aid to 
parochial schools by striking down a Cal- 
ifornia law allowing tax credits for par- 
ents whoso children attend church-sup- 
ported schools. The decision solidities a 
ruling by the court last year In a similar 
case from New York. 


"It seems that bit by bit the Supreme 


Court Is upholding Its landmark dccison 
on parochiaid," Schlickman said. "You 
almost have the feeling that they might 
reverse some of their earlier favorable 
rulings that proponents of aid have been 
relying on." 


The court rules 27 years ago that 


states may reimburse parents of private 
school students for bus fares. It also has 
allowed states to pay for school lunches, 
public health services and scculat text- 
books for parochial school students. 


THE ILLINOIS Supremo Court in 1073 


overruled attempts by the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly to provide state money for 
textbooks and other services to parochial 
schools. The move ended efforts In the 
legislature on the subject, at least tempo- 
rarily. 


Schlickman said some proponents of 


parochiaid still are hopeful, for a favor-

able ruling on a case making its way to 
the U.S. Supremo Court from New 
Hampshire. 


In that case, he said, the .state set un a 


"voucher plan" in which parents of chil- 
dren in private, nonchurch schools re- 
c c i v c d state assistance. Parochial 
schools are suing, saying that ex- 
cluding them from the program violates 
the equal protection clause of the U.S. 
Constitution. 


"A favorable decision would say that It 


is all right to have a voucher system, but 
(hat you can't discriminate between pri- 
vate and parochial schools," Schlickman 
said. 


In a related case decided this week, 


the Supreme Court also ruled that al- 
though schools can provide bus trans- 
portaton for parochial school students, it 
Is not mandatory. 


The court also has cases on various 


kinds of aid to parochial schools pending 
from Pennsylvania and Ohio. 


Racial issue not involved 
in eviction: SCLC chief 


The Issue of race is not involved In the 


case of a Mount Prospect woman being 
evicted from her apartment, Clyde 
Brooks, head of the suburban division of 
the Southern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference (SCLC), said Tuesday. 


Brooks said the SCLC became involved 


in the eviction of the woman, Patricia 
Orr, and her family "to ensure the quali- 
ty of life in the suburbs for a woman 
with five children and no husband." 


Brooks also said that owners of the 


Huntington Commons apartment com- 
plex arc "conducting a moss program, a 
mass movement of people to eliminate 
undesirable people" from the complex. 


THE APARTMENT manager acknowl- 


edges that some families have been 
thrown out of the complex because they 
arc allegedly undesirable tenants. 


Mrs. Orr, 37, of 1230 S. Elmhurst Rd., 


Is being evicted, effective Oct. 31, be- 
cause of her continual failure to pay rent 
on time and because of damage done to 
the building by her children, according to 
the apartment management. 


Sue Catc, general manager of Littles- 


tone Co., management consultants for 
the complex, said several thousands dol- 
lars worth of damage was done to the 
building and Mrs. Orr's children were 
partly responsible. 


Mrs. Orr Is a divorcee with children 


ranging in age from 6 to 17. Her 14-year- 
old daughter has cancer and her 12-year- 
old daughter is mentally handicapped. 


The black woman , a member of SCLC, 


is the 12th person to be evicted from the 
federally-subsidized housing complex this 
year. The other persons Included one 
Mexican-American and 10 Caucasian 
families. The former tenants were 
among 108 families receiving some form 
of federal rent-subsidy assistance. There 
are 324 apartments In the complex. 


"HEnB WE HAVE a family who has 


suffered extensively," said Brooks. "One 
child is sick, another is handicapped. The 
woman falls behind in her rent. All the 
time she's trying to raise her children. 
They (the owners) arc trying to hold the 
Orr family responsible for what's hap- 
pcining there."

CCPA urges police investigation

The Combined Counties Police Assn. 


has called for an impartial investigation 
into charges brought against the Buffalo 
Grove Police Dept. by former Patrolman 
Floyd Merenkov. 


The policemen's union said both Police 


Chief Harry J. Walsh and village offi- 
cials are too close to the Merenkov "situ- 
ation" to "get the truth." Merenkov had 
charged several sergeants in the depart- 
ment were guilty of various acts of mis- 
conduct, including theft, illegal posses- 
sion of marijuana and unauthorized 
women riders in police vehicles. 


The union's comments were made in 


the October issue of its official magazine, 
"Police Podium." In the article, the 
union chides Walsh for instituting a "gag 
policy" which prohibits policemen from 
reporting acts of police misconduct to 
anyone but him. The penalty is dis- 
ciplinary action, the article states. 


The article, entitled "Stonewalling in 


Buffalo Grove," compares Walsh's al- 
leged "gag policy" with "the concept of 
stonewalling made infamous by the Nix- 
on administration." 


Merenkov, 27, a three-year veteran of 


the police department, was suspended by 
Walsh for disobeying an order, in- 
subordination and disrespect for a super- 
visor, taking action derogatory to the de- 
partment and discrediting the force. The 
suspension came after Merenkov insisted 
his charges against other members of 
the department be investigated further. 


Merenkov resigned after the fire and 


the police commission in July dismissed 
all charges against him on a technicality. 


In his resignation letter, Merenkov 


said, "I feel it would be unwise and det- 
rimental to my family to continue to 
serve as a police officer for the Village 
of Buffalo Grove." 


After the hearing, Walsh said Meren- 


kov's "allegations" were "lacking in spe- 
cificity and had originated as a result of 
hearsay and rumor." 


"Our investigation 
found that the 


charges werre either untrue or un- 
founded," he said. 


Walsh explained the incidents listed 


among Merenkov's charges this way. He 
said the policeman had been given the 
marijuana by a youth who asked the po- 
liceman to destroy it; the theft was not 


an actual theft but a policeman taking 
two items which had been discarded as 
trash at a store; and the woman riders 
were part of the department's "ride- 
along" program. 


The police association called these an- 


swers "embarrassingly brief and con- 
trived" in its article. It also said Walsh 
"has his reputation to protect" 


Merenkov was a member of the police- 


men's group while he was a Buffalo 
Grove policeman, even though there is no 
local chapter 'of the union in Buffalo 
Grove. The association also provided le- 
gal representation for Merenkov during 
the fire and police commission hearing.

front when compromises were being 
sought for the Regional Transportation 
Autority bill and the ensuing amend- 
ments, although he was firmly com- 
mitted to the concept of the RTA. His 
opositlon was received more favorably in 
the eastern portion of the District than the 
western townships of Wheeling and 
Northfleld. 


His other primary projects, which have 


been considered In past sessions and will 
be pressed in upcoming sessions, Include 
mandatory statewide Installation of the 
Oil emergency telephone system by 1981 
and elimination of tolls on tollways when 
the highways have paid for themselves. 
The tollway bills would prevent the Illi- 
nois Toll Highway Authority from ex- 
tending roads without legislative approv- 
al. 


Katz made several efforts to com- 


promise on the RTA conflicts so a work- 
able agency would come into being. "My 
first major RTA bill was rejected by the 
governor, but what actually came out (in 
amendments) was my bill In total," said 
the 53-year-old attorney. 


TAKING A compromise position "was 


the opportunity to do something for my 
constituency," Katz says. "I resolved to 
listen to some of the complaints, and 
those that seemed reasonable I tried to 
incorporate in the amendments." 


The 911 emergency phone system is es- 


sential to speed up emergency calls, 
Katz says, and he was successful in the 
past session in setting up a. $20,000 fund 
for the Illinois Commerce Commission to 
begin planning for it. "I believe this Is an 
important project — important in saving 
lives and malting people feel more se- 
cure."

Katz would Insure that school records 


are not available to anyone except par- 
ents. 


Katz, a member of two House judiciary 


committees, also has sponsored legisla- 
tion that allows children to obtain coun- 
seling on drug problems without the 
knowledge of the parents. 


MRS. DOROTHY HENEHAN of Glen- 


view entered the Democratic primary 
race in the 1st District nearly a year ago 
because she believed that large portions 
of the district have no true representa- 
tion. 


Mrs. Henehan frequently points out 


that two of the district's representatives 
live in the North Shore communities of 
Evanston and Glencoe, and the third in 
N o r t h b r o o k , although the district 
stretches west to take in Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove and a northern sliver of 
Arlington Heights. 


"There are growing pains in the west- 


ern part of the district that towns In the 
eastern end no longer experience," she 
says. She points to continued growth in 
schools and severe flooding problems in 
areas like Wheeling, which she says re- 
quire help from the state. 


The most common response she has re- 


ceived In walking through communities 
like Wheeling and Glenview, she said, is 
"Gee, we never had anyone (candidates) 
come to the door before." 


IT HAS BEEN a sob effort, she said. 


There was no.organization support when 
she ran in the primary against one in- 
cumbent Democrat and another with 
some organized support. 


But, she said, the lack of help from the 


party organization has only strengthened 
her desire to go to the legislature "for 
the people." 


Beyond a growing fear of Inflation and 


disturbance over "a double standard of 
justice" since President Ford's pardon of 
Richard Nixon, Mrs. Henehan feels the 
Issues are much the same now as they 
were in the primary.

At 44, Brian Duff has behind him two 


terms in tho Illinois General Assembly, 
one of them as chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee; a brief flirtation 
with a race for the U. S. Congress, and a 
creditable legislative record. 


What Is before the Wllractte Republi- 


can is not apparent, but the general ob- 
servation that his political ambitions 
reach beyond the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives is not one which he bothers to 
deny. 


Ono thing that seems subject to no 


doubt Is his reelection to a third term as 
representative of the 1st Legislative Dis- 
trict. In 1972, his total of 104,687 votes 
outdistanced all other legislative candi- 
dates in the 59 districts of Illinois. 


AND WITH THE prospects of a similar 


performance in the Nov. 5 election, Duff • 
is casting his eye on the speakership of 
tho House in tho 79th General Assembly 
If the Republicans con hold their major- 
ity, or if not, the minority leadership. 


Among the measures to which he 


would like to bring the weight of a lead- 
ership position Is a new program, which 
he calls tho Child Advocate Program, for 
which he is now drafting legislation. 


Duff wants "every county, township 


and municipality" to have local resi- 
dents, available night and day, whose 
sole responsibility would be to go to the 
aid of children In difficulty. 


Paid with a combination of state and 


local funds, these advocates would be 
called upon in any case where a child 
needs an adult to stand by him. Their 
function would not be to take the place of 
any existing social agencies, but rather 
to bo aware of what help Is available to 
the child and to help sec that he gets it. 


Programs to which Duff has devoted 


his efforts include merit selection of 
judges, a uniform system of probation 
procedures; grand jury reform; coordi- 
nation among state's attorneys, and a 
statewide commission on police brutality.

JOHN E. PORTER, seeking his second 


term representing the 1st District, plans 
to introduce two bills on the right to 
privacy, including one dealing with auto- 
mated data and another with the use of 
Social Security numbers. 


Porter says he also would urge legisla-

• Legislation to provide tax credits to 


parents paying tuition to any educational 
institution. 


• Legislation for a floating usury rate. 
• Legislation licensing and regulating 


the repair-service industry. 


• Regulation to revise probate prac- 


tices in the state to lower costs and make 
It easier to administer estates. 


• State support for special summer 


education program for learning disabled 
children. 


But while Porter has ideas for needed 


legislation, he is critical of the way the 
legislature works. • 


Porter advocated electing committee 


chairmen by the membership of the Gen- 
eral Assembly rather than having them 
appointed by the Speaker. 


He said he hopes the legislature In tho 


next session can "come to grips with the 
tax equalizer problem and the unfairness 
built into property taxes." 


Collective bargaining also will be be- 


fore the assembly and Porter says he 
believes the right to strike has to be for- 
gone by public employes "in critical 
areas."

'desperately needed9 firemen

A federal discrimination suit filed 


against Elk Grove Village may block the 
hiring of six new firefighters, which Fire 
Chief Allen Hulett says are "desperately 
needed." 


The suit, which charges that David C. 


Gardner, 28, of Hanover Park, was not 
hired by the village because of a teen- 
age homosexual experience, was filed 
Monday by the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU). 


The suit seeks $1,000 in damages and a 


job for Gardner on the village fire de- 
partment. It also asks that the depart- 
ment be barred from hiring any other 
applicants until Gardner is hired. 


HOWARD EGLIT, ACLU legal direc- 


tor, said "our position is that It is uncon- 
stitutional to deprive a person employ- 
ment on the basis of his or her sexual 
activities." 


He added the suit seeks to prevent any 


other Wrings until the case is resolved or 
Gardner is given a job. 


Gayle Bantner, police and fire commis- 


sion chairman, said he fears the suit 
could delay the hiring of six firemen. 
"We are presently setting up Interviews 
with the approximately 50 applicants 
who have undergone both physical and 
written firemen's tests," said Bantner. 
"We expected to have eligibility lists 
ready in about eight weeks," he said. 


Bantner added that he feared a delay 


in dismissal of the suit or some action 
calling for a hearing could result in a 
delay in hiring of the needed firemen. 


Walter Wellman, attorney for the com- 


mission, said, "I don't sec how a re- 
jected applicant's lawsuit affects the hir- 
ing of others. However, until I get all the 
facts in the case I really can't say." The 
village has 20 days to answer the suit. 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett said "we des-

At a hearing in July, Gardner said he

Gardner also charged that the commis- 


sion was aware of his filing of what is 
known as a Chapter 13 bankruptcy before 
he took the lie detector test.

Bugner farm zone move 


delayed until December

A Lake County Board decision on re- 


zoning of the Bugner farm property for a 
464-townhouse development near Buffalo 
Grove probably will be held up until De- 
cember, a county official said Tuesday. 


Cranston Byrd, chief of the planning 


and zoning division for Lake County, said 
the matter is in the hands of the building 
committee and will probably not be ac- 
tcd 
upon until December at the 


"earliest." 


In considering the matter, Byrd said, 


the committee is also looking at a Buf- 
falo Grove resolution objecting to the 
r e q u e s t of Chesterfield Developers, 
Deerfield. The site is located on Wieland 
Road, south of Busch Road. 


The Lake County Zoning Board of Ap- 


peals already has returned a favorable 
recommendation on the zoning to county 
commissioners but Byrd said the build- 
ing committee also will suggest approval 
or rejection of the plan before final ac- 
tion. 


THE REQUEST still is pending be- 


cause of "other pressing county busi- 
ness," he said. 


Last month, village trustees voted to 


oppose the Chesterfield development, 
saying the 10-unit-per-acre density was 
too high, that provisions for' park land 
and school donations were inadequate 
and the proposed 45-acre development 
conflicts with the Buffalo Grove master 
plan. 


Byrd sold that before a decision, Lake 


County officials would want to see some 
evidence of an arrangement for dona- 
tions to School Dist. 102 as well as infor- 
mation on the impact of the development 
on the district. 


Fred Hillman, executive vice president 


of Chesterfield, said Tuesday the firm 
has been "maintaining ongoing conversa- 
tion" with school board officials. 


Reacting to the village objection to the 


Chesterfield proposal, Hillman said: 
"They (Buffalo Grove) would like to ex- 
ercise control over anything that is with- 
in its area of interest from their stand- 
point — we couldn't expect them to act 
any other way." 


He pointed out, however, that the Bug- 


ner farm project density at 10 units per 
acre is less than the "Arrowhead West," 
a 10.5-unit-pcr-acre development planned 
in the village. 


WHEN COMPLETE, Arrowhead West 


will consist of 234 townhouses on a 31- 
acrc site at the northeast corner of Lake- 
Cook and Arlington Heights Roads. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong said, 


however, that sites are "two different lo- 
cations. The history of zoning on the 
property is different." 


He also said the village master plan 


was "not in existence" when Chesterfield 
originally received village approval on 
its proposal about two years ago. "The 
socio-economic reasons for the devel- 
opments are totally different." 


Hillman said, however, plans for con-

As 
chairman of the Chicago Board of 
Elections, he received stock tips 
from the firm that supplied city 
voting machines. While clerk, he 
appeared before a federal grand 
jury and invoked Fifth Amendment 
rights in refusing to testify.

WASHINGTON — Nelson A. Rock- 


efcllcr's lack of, candor with FBI 
agents is expected to be a major foc- 
al point for further questioning on his 
gift-giving and responsibility for a 
derogatory biography of political op- 
ponent Arthur Goldberg. 


Some House Judiciary Committee 


members believe that the erroneous 
and misleading statements Rockefel- 
ler gave could cause the defeat of his 
nomination to be vice-president. 


The statements were made by 


R o c k e f e l l e r to FBI agents in- 
vestigating him for the Senate Rules 
Committee and the House Judiciary 
Committee. The still-secret reports 
on Rockefeller's statements arc now 
certain to be explored at length. 


Members of both committees con- 


sider the reports containing the New 
York multimillionaire's initial an- 
swers to questions about Victor Las- 
ky's biography of Goldberg to be vi- 
tal evidence on whether Rockefeller 
was engaging in a willful cover-up. 


According to some who have seen 


the FBI reports, Rockefeller volun- 
teered nothing about the production 
of the Lasky book, published during 
his 1970 campaign for governor of 
New York when he ran against Gold- 
berg. 


Rockefeller 
registered 
complete 


surprise when informed that $60,000 
from Laurance Rockefeller went into 
production and distribution of the 
Goldberg biography. 


Nelson Rockefeller reportedly told 


the FBI he knew nothing about the 
financing of what Goldberg has 
called "a hatchet job biography," 
and he would have advised against it 
had he known it was being done. 


The FBI traced the Laurance 


Rockefeller funding through a series 
of fronts established to hide the 
source of the financing. 


In the light of later admissions of 


advance knowledge that Lasky was 
writing a highly critical biography of 
Goldberg, his initial denials appear 
to be a willful deception of the FBI. 
Nelson Rockefeller's subsequent ac- 
ceptance of "full responsibility" for 
the publication of the derogatory 
Goldberg biography appears to be a

direct contradiction of his story that 
he had "no responsibility" for the 
book and "no knowledge" it was 
being produced. 


The full seriousness of Rockefel- 


ler's lack of candor will depend on 
his explanations when the secret re- 
ports are made public. 


As many Watergate figures have 


learned, it is a violation of federal 
law to knowingly give a false story to 
an agent of the FBI on a material 
point. 


While many political figures under- 


stand a few "dirty tricks" in election 
campaigns, in the context of the Wa- 
tergate hearings and prosecutions 
there can be no public defense of po- 
litical figures who give false or mis- 
leading answers to law enforcement 
officials. 


Conservative Republican critics of 


Governor Rockefeller, who say they 
are familiar with the FBI reports, 
contend 
that Rockefeller's state- 


ments are comparable to Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy's initial misleading 
accounts 
of 
the 
Chappaquiddick 


tragedy. 


Liberal Democrats say Rockefel- 


ler's initial denials on the Goldberg 
book were "a cover story" com- 
parable to former President Richard 
N i x o n ' s press conference 
ex- 


planations of his role in the Water- 
gate cover-up. 


It appears that Rockefeller has 


missed many of the lessons of the 
Watergate nightmare. The repercus- 
sions from a willful cover-up are of- 
ten a good deal worse than a frank 
admission of a few political dirty 
tricks. And, making false or mis- 
leading statements to the FBI is 
much more serious than issuing de- 
nials through a press office. 


Judging from the research activity 


going on, the House and Senate com- 
mittees will probably drive that point 
home to Rockefeller in a way that he 
will likely remember.

'Don't knock bowhunting9 


In reply to a letter by Carol A. Szym- 


kowski, printed October 7. 


I'm sorry to see that there is one In 


our society so ignorant as to write a let- 
ter based on emotion, rather than fact. 


The modern bow has evolved through 


the years from the Turkish recurve and 
the English long bow to become an in- 
strument of extreme accuracy and hunt- 
ing efficiency. But even armed with mod- 
ern bowhunting equipment, the hunter 
lacks the keen eyesight, superb hearing, 
acute sense of smell, and, perhaps most 
of all, the intimate knowledge of the ter- 
ritory Inhabited by a deer. These and 
other qualities make any deer a worthy 
game animal. Not exactly "helpless" by 
any standard. 


It would be foolish to make a blanket 


statement that all hunters are as equally 
proficient or dedicated, as those who 
practice continually to attain a high level 
of perfection, but I believe the level of 
competency is higher than one would be 
led to believe by your letter. Bowhunting, 
by its very nature, and self-Imposed limi- 
tations, requires more than just a feeble 
attempt on the part of the archer, both in 
the mechanics of shooting and the hunt- 
ing and tracking of game. 


T h r o u g h the various conservation 


agencies, published facts arc available 
on the amount of deer harvested, as op- 
posed to the few that arc wounded, and 
not collected, by bowhunters. In most 
cases, the figure nowhere equals the 
amount of deer killed on the nation's 
highways by automobiles. 


I would further wish to ask this person 


where she gets the impression that any 
death in nature could be anything less 
than cruel. Compared to internal devour- 
ing by parasites, disease, death by wild 
dogs, often while the quarry is still alive, 
or perhaps the worst of all, a truly slow

and lingering death by starvation, a bul- 
let or arrow seems kind. 


As far as hunting for pleasure, most of 


the hunters I know, and there are many, 
arc out for meat on the table. A true 
hunter and sportsman will not fail to 
make every effort to recover wounded 
game. Please remember that bowhunters 
are people, too, and as in any other part 
of society, there arc some who do not 
live up to standards. But what group can 


claim to be 100 per cent perfect? 


You call bowhunting sadistic, yet think 


nothing of the meat on your table. How 
do you think it got there? The next time 
you want to cut up something, think of 
the poor little lamb or the soft, browa 
eyed cow on your plate that you just paid 
$2 a pound for. They had no chance at 
all.

How are county Jurors paid? 
Compensation will vary from county to 


county, based upon population and the 
setting of fees by each county board. 
State law sets n minimum of 54 per day 
and a maximum of $15.50 of each day of 
service. Travel expenses arc usually set 
at lo-ccnts per mile, but also vary. For 
Instance, in Cook County, jurors arc paid 
$10 a day and 00-ccnts for automobile 
transportation, while In Sangamon Coun- 
ty they arc paid $7.30 per day and 10- 
cents a mile for auto expenses. It is true 
that In many cases such compensation 
cannot make up for losing a normal 
day's salary, however, serving on a jury 
Is n responsibility of citizenship and is a 
necessary part of our system of justice.

they'll relate to existing township gov- 
ernment. 


The lack of planning underscores this 


neglect, says Honscn, and he lists the 
areas — such as water, flooding, trans- 
portation and zoning — where he be- 
lloves planning doesn't exist. The county 
has abdicated Its planning authority In 
these areas, he argues. 


Consider regional transportation. 


"Cook County abdicated responsibility 
for transportation planning, and If we'd 
done it, wo might not have had the prob- 
lem now," says Hansen. "There's abso- 
lutely no reason" that the county hasn't 


worked with regional planning units on 
this, ho says. 


The county also should cooperate with 


other counties In the area, Hansen says. 
He points out that Cook County Is larger 
than 40 states in the United States. 
"We're not comporting ourselves as a 
state," he adds, "We must accept this 
responsibility." 


In other areas, Hansen took the follow- 


ing stands: 


• County budget: "It should be ready 


Dec. 1," the start of the county's fiscal 
year, Hansen soys. There's no reason for 
missing 'the start of the fiscal year, as 
has happened In the past, he says. 


• Single-member districts: They're a 


fine idea, Hansen says, so long as the 
Democrats aren't allowed to gerryman- 
der them to their advantage. He supports 
"close and contiguous" districts, and he 
says that all the commissioners should 
have a say In drawing boundaries. 


• Intergovernmental cooperation: The 


county board president should meet with 
the mayors of suburban communities, as 
isn't being done now, Hansen says. He 
believes he can apply the leadership and 
leverage of the office to help solve subur- 
ban problems. 
•

by the county board, expansion of ser- 
vices Into the suburbs and changes in tax 
and assessment procedures. 


Money is the big problem. 
For three yean, the county board has 


maintained a frozen-tax rate. "I can't 
see It being held at the present position 
very long," Dunne said. 


The financial sweat began last year as 


Dunne faced inflation, demands for pay 
raises and requests by county officials 
for increased personnel. Federal revenue 
sharing and an $18 million surplus from 
the previous year halted thoughts of a 
tax rate Increase in 1974. 


"If It wasn't for revenue shoring, wo 


would have been faced with a tax In- 
crease," Dunne said. "Government 
doesn't operate In a vacuum." 


"All elected officials want more (per* 


sonncl) than they get (in the county 
budget," said Dunne, who prepares the 
budget. County' government needs n 
"major overhaul of our revenue" to sur- 
vive. 


DUNNE SAID that the county "had 


our eyes on a lottery. We were consid- 
ering it before the state did it." Another 
revenue possibility Is off track betting. 


The county's wheel tax recently was OKd 
by the U. S. Supreme Court and is a 
stopgap measure to "avert the necessity 
of Increasing the property tax," he said. 


For Dunne, the budget problems and 


political accountability are nothing new. 
In 1055, he entered the Illinois House of 
Representatives and he became majority 
leader in 1061-62. Dunne was appointed to 
a county board scat in 1062. 


Dunne began his political career more 


than 34 years ago as a supervisor of a 
Chicago Park District playground. Ho 
later became park district assistant gen- 
eral superintendent. 


Dunne said that his "priorities" as 


board president arc "easy to see" in the 
county budget. He talks of consolidation 
of county service through use of comput- 
ers, the battle against forced auto-emls- 
slon testing, increased acquisition of for- 
est preserve land, and changes in gov- 
ernment functioning. 


A PLANNED mini-center for county 


government In Maywood, which will cost 
an estimated $18 million, is a necessity 
because county courtrooms in local mu- 
nicipal buildings will be closed in the 
area. The building will Include court- 
rooms and judicial offices and may in- 


clude space for branch offices of other 
elected officials like the treasurer, clerk 
and assessor. 


"You'll probably see these 
mini- 


centers pop up as emergencies arise," 
Dunne said. "The Northwest suburbs are 
rapidly heading that way. If we can 
avoid — going into them (mini-cen- 
ters), we will." 


Dunne accused suburban board mem- 


bers, who are Republicans, of "dragging 
their feet" against the mini-center by op- 
position to space for elected officials in 
the building. 


The board president suggests that the 


county must be farsighted. "There were 
times when I thought we were going to 
step in and become an RTA." Dunne, at 
a meeting with state and local officials, 
said his plan — "to let Cook County be- 
come the hub of the RTA wheel so other 
counties could see how it was working — 
never did strike any appeal." 


While Dunne runs on his record as a 


board president who has maintained an 
"open-door policy" to residents, he sees 
a need for a "restoration of confidence in 
government. I don't think one party or 
the other can claim virtue." 


invest all funds in interest-bearing ac- 
counts," said Hansen. 


• Zoning: It's been "mismanaged" by 


the county, says Hansen in such ways as 
permitting the construction of buildings 
on flood plains in unincorporated areas. 


The 48-year-old Hansen predicts that 


present patterns of county development 
will continue in the next few years. Chi- 
cago will become increasingly black, In- 
dustry will continue to desert Chicago for 
the suburbs, and tensions between Chi- 
cago and the suburbs "will not de- 
crease," he says. 


Hansen has been GOP committeeman 


in Elk Grove Township since 1962. His 
major governmental experience was in 
Germany, where he served as a resident 
officer in the U.S. High Commission from 
1949 to 1952. It was one of the highest 
posts in the postwar German govern- 
ment. 


He currently is chairman of the Subur- 


ban Republican Organization of Cook 
County, as well as holding numerous 
state and township GOP posts. 


Hansen has been active in local GOP 


politics since the late 1950s, and he 
served briefly on the county board in. 
1971 before being appointed to the board 
earlier this year. Now, he's after the top 
elected position in the county — a post 
which the affable Hansen just might re- 
gard as a "bully pulpit" for bringing 
county government to the suburban resi- 
dent.

Watergate a catalyst in Frazee's decision to run 


Richard Martivick 


Republican Vernon Frazee says that 


one of the reasons he got into the race 
for Cook County schools superintendent 
was Watergate. "I think the loss of con- 
fidence in government is terrible," he 
says. 


However, the problems caused for Re- 


publican candidates by Watergate is one 
of the reasons he is not running a more 
aggressive campaign. The Republican 
Party in Cook County, he says, has "no 
money and no organization." 


"I decided I would need about $25,000 


to run a good campaign," he says, "and 
I decided that since the county organiza- 
tion wasn't functioning and since the 
United Republican Fund had no money, I 
wasn't going to be a fool and run up and 
down the county and spend my own mon- 
ey." 
/ 


As a result, Frazee is running during 


the evenings and on lunch hours when he 
is not occupied by his work as director of 
the Nllcs Township Dept. of Special Edu- 
cation. 


AS QUALIFICATION for the job of 


county superintendent, Frazee cites his 
experience In special education and in 
working with the Illinois General Asscm-

bly on legislation. He 'was director of 
special education under State School 
Supt. Ray Page and helped write the leg- 
islation requiring public schools to pro- 
vide programs for all handicapped chil- 
dren. 


As county superintendent, Frazee says, 


he would continue working on special 
education, which is "one area where 
school districts^!! need help." He says 
he would envision organizing much of his 
staff into task forces to go out to school 
districts and help them with special edu- 
cation programs. 


"I wouldn't Just send out a directive 


and tell districts 'you're breaking the law 
and I want you to stop,'" he says. "I 
would meet with them and help them 
solve their problems." 


Frazee is critical of incumbent Rich- 


ard Martwick on several counts. He says 
that the county superintendent should not 
become involved in mediating disputes 
between teachers and school boards as 


Martwick has done. Teachers cannot le- 
gally strike, he says, and "there's an in- 
herent conflict of interest" in having the 
officials who should be enforcing the 
school code mediating during teacher 
strikes. "I think we should let the school 
boards and teachers fight it out," he 
says. 


HE ALSO IS critical of Martwick's 


handling of the charges of the misuse of 
funds in the Atwood Heights School dis- 
trict and of his actions in the controversy 
surrounding Dwyer School in Arlington 
Heights. "He got maximum publicity by 
the way he did it," Frazee says, but adds. 
that in both cases the problems could 
have been handled more quietly. 


On the Dwyer situation, he says, 


"Martwick should have been in there 
much sooner — it wasn't a new thing 
that (former Dwyer director John) 
Whipple was In there without the proper 
a d m i n i s t r a t i v e certificate. When 
Whipple's name first showed up as direc- 
tor of that school, Martwick should have 
checked it. The answer is to prevenl 
these problems in the early stages."

Tin not a political hack? 


Democratic incumbent says 


Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 


Martwick looks half amused and half 
wounded when told that many educators 
consider him on "ex-gym teacher with 
political clout." 


The Democrat who beat popular Re- 


publican Robert Hanrahan in 1870 by rid- 
ing the coattalls of U.S. Sen. Adlat Ste- 
venson laughs as he says, "I was never a 
jrym teacher. Some people In the press 
have colled mo that, but I have great 
respect for gym teachers and I was nev- 
er qualified for that." 


afartwick was director of the remedial 


reading program and football coch at 
Rldgowood High School before he be- 
came superintendent. As far as his politi- 
cal connections are concerned, he says, 
"My brother is a commlttocman and a 
good commltteoman. I see nothing wrong 
with being polidtcal but I'm not a politi- 
cal hack. I've never been a political hack 
and I've got the record to prove it." 


DURING HIS TERM of office, Martw- 


Ick has drawn fire for using his office for 
patronage and for employing relatives. 
He admits that his uncle works in the 
office as truant officer and head of bus 
transportation, but he says, "He is doing 
an excellent job. It would be Just as 
much discrimination to fire a man who 
was related to me as to hire him for just 
that reason." 


As accomplishments of his first term In 


office. Martwick points to his active role 
In mediating contract disputes between 
teachers unions and school boards. Ho 
has supported legislation giving teachers 
the right to collective bargaining and has 
been endorsed by the Illinois Education 
Association, the state's largest teachers 
union. 


Martwick also has been active In ways 


that past county superintendents have 
not. When evidence of misuse of funds 
appeared In Atwood Heights School Dlst. 
123. Martwick demanded, and got, the 
resignations of members of the school 
board. If they had not resigned, ho says 
ho was prepared to begin Impeachment 
proceedings. 


Election 


In addition, Martwick told school dis- 


tricts In the county that they should not 
allow smoking areas for students be- 
cause "I felt It was rather hypocritical to 
have an educational program that teach- 
es the dangers of smoking and to allow it 
at the same time. 


MARTWICK ALSO has been criticized 


for his handling of the charges surround- 
ing Dwyer School, a school for emotio- 
nally disturbed children in Arlington 
Heights. He says ho feels he did his duty 
in the case because he was sought out by 
staff members from the program and 
"it's my responsibility to react to people 
who feel they need our help." 


If he is reclcctcd, Martwick says he 


wonts to become more active in holding 
teacher training Institutes on such sub- 
jccts as the metric system and will lobby 
for stronger school bus safety laws. He 
also says he hopes to help some school 
districts in the area of providing due pro- 
cess to students who ore being expelled. 


In addition, ho says he hopes to take 


figures compiled by his office on dropout 
rates in county high schools and use 
them to encourage alternative education 
programs for students. "If we can show 
the success of just one school district, 
we'll be able to encourage other dis- 
tricts," he says.

MSB provides free fertilizer, 
delivery to area gardeners 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District Is 


giving away 300 truckloads of its air- 
dried fertilizer each week. 


MSD board members marveled at the 


popularity of the fertilizer, a dry version 
of sludge, which the district began giving 
away last summer. 


MSD officials call the fertilizer "Nu- 


Earth" and say it is an effective mulch 
for flower beds and shrub plantings. 


Although gardeners can haul away as 


much as they want from ' the MSD's 
North Side plant on Oakton Street in 
Skokle, the sanitary district will deliver 
a minimum of one truckload to any large 
user who requests It. 


Those truckloads weigh 1,800 poknds 


and hold 20 cubic yards. Each weekday, 


60 truckloads are delivered to various 
municipalities, park districts, and pri- 
vate users, said MSD Gen. Supt. Bart 
Lynam. 


MSD board members approved spend- 


ing an additional $100,000 through De- 
cember to transport the fertilizer to 
users who request it. The district already 
has spent $150,000 transporting the Nu- 
Earth. 


MSD officials note that even with the 


transportation costs, giving away the fer- 
tilizer is cheaper than other methods of 
sludge disposal, but MSD Vice Pres. 
Nicholas Melas said public acceptance of 
the organic fertilizer may mean the MSD 
will be able to ask large users to pay 
transportation costs in theL future and 
{.till get rid of much of it.

Board of (Tax) Appeals. Both are Demo- 
crats. And both arc seeking four-year 
terms Nov. 5. 


"This once was tho second-most-ob- 


scuro office in tho county," Zaban said. 
"Then they got rid of the coroner's of- 
fice." 


"Taxation Is very unpopular," he said. 


"Tho only thing wo can campaign on Is a 
fair and equal assessment. Our basic 
goal Is uniformity." 


FOR BOTH CANDIDATES, the cam- 


paign Is a teaching assignment. Many 
homeowners arc unaware that valuations 
set by tho county assessor can be ap- 
pealed to tho tax board, which can over- 
rule tho assessor. 


"This Is one of tho most sensitive jobs 


in tho county," Scmrow said. "Where do 
people go to complain? I don't bcllcvo 
there's an individual who doesn't have a 
tax problem." 


Scmrow, who began a political career 


in tho 19S8 Illinois General Assembly, Is 
tho experienced member of the state. Za- 
ban, an attorney who was appointed to 
tho board in January 1073, is tho in- 
novator. 


Scmrow, 59, spent three terms in 


Springfield, was named Chicago post- 
master by President John F. Kennedy in 
1961 and was elected to the county board 
In 1966, although ho lost tho race for 
board president to former Gov. Richard 
B. Oglivle. Ho was elected to the tax 
board In 1970. 


ZABAN, 43, IS a former state's attor- 


ney, a former Chicago corporation coun- 
sel and was director of tho Chicago City 
Council Legislative Reference Bureau 
from 1964 to 1973. He is a Wllmctte resl- 
dent. 


"1 know what I'm doing," Scmrow 


said. "I should win. I have n vast 
amount of experience and have heard 
tens of thousands of cases." 


In 1973, Scmrow proposed a new, still-

renovation of existing buildings. The plan 
would exempt or reduce new residential 
and commercial taxes up to fivo years 
a f t e r completion.

TODAY, SEMROW talks of reviving

"Many states arc offering 
big incentives for firms to come in and 
build." U. S. Steel's real estate taxes arc 
nearly $13 million, or an average of $100 
per tax bill in the county, Scmrow said. 


"That's like saying that every tax bill 


would go up $100 without U.S. Steel," ho 
added. 


Improvements In the board, Semrow 


said, Include: 


• Hiring of professional staff. "I've 


been on my knees, screaming to (County 
Board Pros. George) Dunne" for in- 
creased staff. "We have the smallest 
budget In the county." 


• Continued training of staff members 


"to keep them abreast of changing real 
estate trends." 


"We handle 18,000 cases a year ... a 


total of 35,000 complaints... as many as 
600 coses a day .,. sometimes working 
seven days a week," Zaban sold. 


"When I was appointed, I found people 


in the office who were trying to dis- 
courage people from filing complaints. I 
told them that was not their job," he 
said. 


"We are not an arm of the assessor's 


office. When we find something wrong, 
wo soy so." 


Z A B A N LISTS three important 


changes in the office since his appoint- 
ment: 


• Mandatory disclosure of land trust 


beneficiaries. 


• A requirement for "supportive" 


documents for industrial, commercial 
and apartment reductions. 


• Opening of the review system to 


"enable homeowners to more easily seek 
assessment revisions and promptly ob- 
tain decisions." 


"The guyiwho does his homework, pre- 


sents his case in the one who reaches 
me," Zaban said, adding that an attor- 


ncy is not needed to obtain a residential 
reduction. "I don't want to see the home- 
owner come in, have his assessment re- 
duced and then have to pay more in legal 
fees than his reduction," he said. "There 
is no filing fee. There are no other ex- 
penses." 


"I don't want to give tho Impression 


that everyone who files receives a reduc- 
tion," he said. "But, the homeowner re- 
ceives a good car." 


ZABAN WAS appointed to the board to 


fill a vacancy created by the resignation 
of George Keane, the brother of Chicago 
Aid. Thomas Keane. "It wasn't an easy 
appointment. I went before the entire 
Circuit Court." 


Zaban was supported by Thomas 


Keane. "I'm not going to deny him. I 
was born and raised in Humboldt Park, 
the 31st Ward and started by doing pre- 
cinct work for him. He's never asked me 
to do anything morally wrong. I never 
received a cent from him or the Demo- 
cratic organization." 


Zaban said he can win or lose the elec- 


tion because "somebody will be in- 
fluenced because their taxes increase." 
But, he opposes an appointed board. "As 
a citizen I wouldn't want a board that is 
part of the tax structure that is not elect- 
ed." 


Although the office has been held by 


Democrats since the 1940s "party labels 
shouldn't make any difference."

one-man shoiv: Pals talks, 


Waddy keeps a loiv profile 


The Republican Party struggle to 


end 46 years of Democratic domina- 
tion of the county Board of (Tax) Ap- 
peals has become a one-man show. 


In the center ring, commanding at- 


tention for tho GOP is south subur- 
ban real estate broker Gerald Pals. 


Two candidates are listed on the 


Republican ballot — Pals and Chi- 
cago attorney Arthur Waddy. But 
Pals, is campaigning and Waddy is 
difficult to find. 


"There's never been a Republican 


board," Pals said. "Yet the board re- 
views assessments of property in 
both the suburbs and the city." 


"I'm fighting the Democratic ma- 


chine. It's time for a viable two-par- 
ty system. It's time for someone to 
look over the shoulders of the Demo- 
crats who are on the board." 


IN HIS FIRST campaign for coun- 


tywide office, Pals, 46, is telling 
homeowners that "the assessments 
of people who have legitimate com- 
plaints are not being given the prop- 
er processing." 


Pals is critical of the current board 


administration because the staff docs 
not include certified 
appraisers. 


"There should be funds for it." All 
requests for reductions that involve 
property valued at $50,000 or more 
should be appraised by the board 
staff, he said. • 


"This office has maintained a low 


profile and operates in a gray area," 
Pals said. State legislation does not 


include board power to "overview" 
assessments in an entire township. 


Illinois' 101 other counties include 


a board of review system with 
"broader powers" including exam- 
ination of possible underassessment 
cases. 


"I like the county system" of as- 


sessing property, he said. "It gives a 
good spread and treats the single- 
family homeowner fairly. The people 
who make the money in the commu- 
nity should pay a little more." 


PALS SAID that an appointed ap- 


peals board — named at "the state 
level and bipartisan" — would im- 
prove the assessment complaint sys- 
tem. Yearly assessments and elimi- 
nation of the real estate multiplier 
also are needed, he said. 


Pals was a South Holland trustee 


for 1957 to 1961. Three years ago he 
began "phasing out" his real estate 
firm that included eight salesmen. 


"I'm a partner in some real estate 


— vacant land, an office building and 
a nursing home — which I would 
place in a blind trust if elected. I'd 
give up the real estate business. I'm 
winding up two condominium proj- 
ects now." 


For 17 years Pals has been a 


Thornton Township precinct captain 
and he has organized south suburban 
charity and political campaigns. 


Waddy, 30, of Chicago, has been

Despite encouraging population report... 
Where have all the pheasants gone? 


The Illinois Department 
of Con- 


servation predicts hunters can expect an- 
other good crop of pheasants when the 
upland game season opens Nov. 9, but 
many hunters and farmers are voicing 
opposite views. 


"The birds just aren't around like they 


used to be," said Clarence Peters of Clif- 
ton. 


"Usually we see pheasants all over, 


but this year they're hard to find. I think 
most of the birds that will be killed this 
year will be older birds." 


Similar 
sentiments have been ex- 


pressed during the past months by farm- 
ers and hunters living in other areas 
where the pheasant population usually is 
high. 


Although the Department of Con- 


servation said the pheasant population 
appears to be as high this year as it was 


VicWatia 


last year, many hunters believe a severe 
winter eliminated numerous hens and a 
wet spring drowned many chicks. 


"I saw more birds without tail feathers 


last year than I ever did before," one 
hunter complained. 


The pheasant population often de- 


clines during hard winters because the 
long tall feathers of the birds can be- 


come frozen to the ground when they are 
sitting for long periods. 


Unless the pheasants can pull free, 


they starve to death. Also, heavy snows 
can make it difficult for birds to obtain 
food. 


High waters in the spring also can af- 


fect the pheasant population because 
many birds nest in heavy cover along

"In my opinion, the increased number 


of Cox has a lot to do with seeing fewer 
birds," one trapper said. 


The Department of Conservation con- 


curs that a wet spring did affect the Hun- 
garian partridge population. The depart- 
ment had planned to increase the bag 
limit of partridge from two to three per 
day this year, but changed its mind, say- 
ing spring rains depleted the bird popu- 
lation. 


The dally bag limit of cock pheasants 


during the season, which runs until Jan. 
15, will be three with no more than six 
allowed in possession. It is illegal to 
shoot hen pheasants.

Hunters pull trigger on waterfowl season

The countdown is on. Now It's Just a 


matter of hours. 


Beginning at high noon, the flock of 


migrating waterfowl that majestically 
eclipses the autumn sun will be focused 
through the sites of shotgunncrs trigger- 
ing the 50-day Illinois duck and goose 
season. 


From all reports, the campaign figures 


to be a banner one for hunters who arc 
busy this morning anchoring decoys, 
crouching In blinds and coaxing the 
winging targets from the shrill "quack" 
of their duck callers. 


In an effort to stimulate more state- 


wide participation, the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Conservation has designated an 
additional 10,300 state park acres to be 
used by waterfowl hunters. 


The added sites span nine parks that 


previously wcro closed to shotgunnera. 
Five of the locations arc downstate, but 
the remaining four are cosily accessible 
for local hunters. 


"We arc attempting to gain greater 


utilization of park acres in multi-use rec- 
reation, Director Tony Dean announced, 
"and at the same time, to increase op- 
portunities afield for the Illinois hunter. 


"Game populations exist in these areas 


in numbers that warrant harvest and all

precautions ore being taken to assure 
protection of the resource base and safe- 
ty of both the hunter afield and park vis- 
itors. Hunting will be allowed only in re- 
mote areas. 


Bitter temperatures force 
premature bird migrations 


The fall waterfowl migration is 


moving ahead of schedule, ac- 
cording to "The Wingwntchcr, " 
a report on migratory waterfowl 
movement gathered jointly by 
the U.S. Bureau of Sport Fish- 
eries and Wildlife, The Flyway 
Councils and Ducks Unlimited. 


The early departure by the 


birds has been credited to a 
scries of cold fronts that brought 
record cold temperatures to Can- 
ada and other northern outposts. 


Temperatures plunged into the 


teens and lower in southern Cana- 
da, Minnesota and Wisconsin in 
early October. A much-delayed 
harvest of small grains in west- 
ern Canada la holding up the 
mallard migration and resulting 
in locally heavy duck damage to 
crops. 


ILLINOIS 


Nearly 100,000 Canada gocso 


have arrived In southern Illinois, 
unusually large numbers for this 
early date. Food conditions there 
are poor, duo to the very wet 
spring followed by a dry sum- 
mer. 


Duck populations are building 


normally In the Illinois and Mis- 
sissippi River Valleys with divers 
arriving in numbers as far south 


as Kcokuk Pool. Although some- 
what better than last year, food 
conditions in the Illinois Valley 
are poor. 


WISCONSIN 


More than a quarter million 


Canada geese were recorded on 
Federal and State management 
areas during the past two-week 
period. Late corn crops, badly 
damaged by frost, may encour- 
age the birds to leave ahead of 
schedule. 


Over 100 crop damage com- 


plaints have been received in the 
Horicon Marsh area, but hunting 
should relieve the problem. Div- 
ing ducks arc beginning to arrive 
throughout the state. 


Blue-wings arc gone and wood 


ducks arc leaving, but still con- 
tributing to the bag. A major 
flight of widgeon observed Oct. 
6-7 apparently failed to stop. 
Habitat conditions arc variable. 
Crcx Meadows has low water 
conditions and Grand River has 
been too high, reducing the food 
supplies at both locations. 


MINNESOTA 


In Minnesota, a major move- 


ment of geese occurred across 
the state during the period be- 
tween Sept. 30-Oct. 3 with 69,000 


Canada and 9,000 snow geese 
stopping on management areas. 


A week later, the goose count 


had dwindled to 11,000 in north- 
cm locations, but increased 
slightly to 46,000 in the Lac qul 
Parlo area. 


Food conditions arc excellent 


for 
field-feeding 
waterfowl in 


northwestern Minnesota due to 
the delayed harvest and wet 
weather. In contrast, the south- 
western part of the state is ex- 
periencing drought which has re- 
duced duck hunting success. 


MICHIGAN 


Gccso and ducks have been in- 


creasing gradually with other 
diving ducks now joining ring- 
necks which arrived initially. 
Canadas In the Allcgan State 
Game area increased from 5,400 
on Oct. 3 to 13,000 on Oct. 13. 
Wintering conditions in the Up- 
per Peninsula sent 
waterfowl 


numbers winging prematurely. 


Hunting seasons In Minnesota, 


Wisconsin and Michigan began 
Oct. 2. Today is the first day of 
waterfowl hunting in Illinois, be- 
ginning at noon. Starting tomor- 
row (Thursday), hunting hours 
will be sunrise to sunset through 
Dec. 11. 


"During fiscal year 1974, the Depart- 


ment added 2,327 acres of land to wildlife 
areas and 212 acres to parks where hunt- 
ing is allowed. During the current fiscal 
year, we arc proposing to add 4,015 wild- 
life acres and 1,469 acres to parks where 
hunting Is allowed." 


Of interest to area gunners are four 


northwest territories that received the 
hunting okay. Some 200 acres at Silver 
Springs State Park near Piano in Kend- 
all County are open to deer archers while 
400 acres will be used for pheasant hunt- 
ers during the appropriate season which 
opens Nov. 9. 


At Shabbona State Park near Shab- 


bona in DcKalb County, 1,500 acres are 
open to all hunting with the exception of 
deer. At Johnson Sauk Trail State Park 
near Annawan in Henry County, 400 
acres arc open to upland game hunters 
Nov. 
9-17 from 8:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. each 


day and to deer archers from Oct. 1 
through Nov. 8. 


And finally, at Mississippi Palisades 


State Park near Savanna in Carroll 
County, 500 acres will be exposed to 
squirrel hunters from Oct. 15 through 
Dec. 15. 


Squirrel hunters arc reminded that 


companies such as Mcpps In Antigo, 
Wis., which produces a variety of natural 
dressings on their fishing lures, pay for 
either dried or green squirrel tails If 
they hove been properly prepared. 


As always, the opening of the duck sea- 


son means that many hunters will be em- 
ploying portable boat blinds which inevi- 
tably cause tragic accidents. 


The potential dangers involved in an 


unexpected plunge is even more detri- 
mental since survival time in colder wa- 
ter is diminished considerably. 


Exercising in the water in an attempt 


to stay warm is ironically the absolute 
worst thing to do. Thrashing around or 
hard swimming sends blood to arm and 
leg muscles, keeping them worm instead 
of letting them cool. The heat is quickly 
transmitted to the water. 


Inadequate protective clothing only 


adds to the risk of exposure. Personal 
flotation devices are a must since ex- 
posure to 40-50 degree water tempera- 
tures, for example, provides only for .TO- 
60 minutes before exhaustion or uncon- 
sciousness sets in, while the expected 
time of survival is just 1-3 hours. 


In lengthening the waterfowl season to 


50 days, Illinois will be governed by the 
point system bag limit. Each species is 
worth a designated number of points and 
once the hunter accumulates 100, he is 
finished for the day. 


Every bagged redhead is worth 100 


points except on the Mississippi River or 
its backwaters between Alton and the 
Wisconsin border whore they may not be 
taken at all. 


Mallard hens, wood ducks, black ducks 


and hooded mergansers carry a 90 point 
value, mallard drakes and ringnecks are 
worth 35 and all others are 15. Canvas- 
back are protected statewide. 


Geese carry a dally limit of five of 


which only two can be Canada or white- 
fronted r>cf«r or one of each. The other 
three must be of another species such at 


Quota zones are established in WH- 


'[—,«c- .T-c'"f>", IHon and Al°xarder 
counties in the southern part of the state 
with shooting beginning .Nov. 25 and ex- 
tcrdinf? until Jan. 20 or until 22,000 geese 
have been bagged, which ever comes 
first. 


In addition, several townships inKnox, 


Fulton, Grundy, Henry and Kankakee 
counties are closed to hunting Canada 
geese or their sub-species for the purpose 
of re-establishing the honker's popu- 
lation. 


Waterfowl hunters are required to 


have valid Illinois hunting licenses in 
possession. Fees are $3.25 for residents 
ard expire March 31,1975. 


Furthermore, hunters 16 >cars of age 


or older arc required to have a valid 
Federal migratory Bird Hunting stamp 
In possession when hunting migratory 
waterfowl. 


Above all, use extreme caution and 


consideration when hunting. It's a sport 
to be enjoyed, not abused.

Ulcers diet questioned 


The doctor (old me I had ulccra and to follow a bland diet. 


Would you explain this diet, please? A friend told me she 
read where fresh fruits and vegetable* were a no-no. I love 
tosied lalad and nlw a half grapefruit for breakfast and will 


, mUi doing without them, also oysters and whole wheat bread. 


Why are oysters harmful? I don't caro for white bread 10 


have always bought wheat, rye or raisin. I have such pains 
some days In my stomach. 1 could scream, lasts all day, too. 
Also affects my bowels, more like mucus colitis. 


If your colon also is affected, those severe pains you com- 


plain about last all day, may bo from that source rather 
than your ulcer. Pain from ulcers Is usually limited to the pit 
of the stomach, just at the bottom tip of the breastbone, or 
over the upper abdomen just below the ribs, usually on the 
left side or in the center. Characteristically, the pain occurs 
when the stomach is empty and is relieved by eating, rather 
than fasting all day. 


You can have a spasm of the muscular area at the outlet of 


tho stomach called a pylorospasm. This can be very painful, as 
can a spasm of the colon or esophagus. 


Tho term "bland diet" Is a general and often misleading 


term. You can't be specific about It because it means differ- 
ent things to different doctors. In general a blond diet means 
avoiding spices, roughage, coffee, tea, colas, alcohol and 
foods containing citric acid as occurs in citrus fruits and 
tomatoes. However, there is considerable disagreement about 
tho need for such a bland diet in the treatment of ulcers. 


The purpose of treatment in ulcer problems Is to neutralize 


tho formation of add digestive juice formed by tho stomach. 
The digestive juice literally digests a spot In the duodenum 
just outside tho stomach. Current thinking Is that you can eat 
roughage if tho ulcer is in the duodenum as opposed to being 
in tho stomach Itself. Most ulcers arc In the duodenum. 


YOU CAN NEUTRALIZE the acid with milk and that is 


why It la so often used In on ulcer diet. Medicines are used 
to n e u t r a l i z e the acid and to block nerve 
stimulation of tho stomach that causes the secretion of 
add digestive juice. The nerve-blocking medicines help to 
eliminate spasm and its associated pain. It follows that if you 
cat fruit with citric add you can neutralize the add with 
medicine. 


There is nothing wrong with oysters for on ulcer patient. 


You should bo able to cat whole wheat broad. It might even 
help your colon problem. 


The three big no-nos are coffee and other drinks that con- 


tain caffeine, alcohol and clgorcts. Caffeine stimulates the 
stomach to form acid digestive juice, just what you don't 
want. Alcohol also stimulates the stomach to form excessive 
amounts of acid digestive juice. It also invades the cells 
directly and damages them. 


Clgarcts affect tho formation of important digestive juices 


found In tho small intestine that you need to neutralize tho 
add contents pouring out of the stomach. It is very Important 
that you do not smoke.

dills." Tho first symptom of the disease 
is a rash of cue bids followed by an ago- 
nized attempt to make an Impossible 
slam. 


North's first two cue bids were reason- 


His third that took the side past 
game was one too many and we don't 
blame South for going to the slam.

U.S. not 'overmedicated' society, psychiatrist says 


Is the United States a pill-popping, 


over-medicated society? 


"I would have to say no," says Dr. 


Gerald Klerman, deputy director of the 
Psychiatric Dept. at Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital in Boston. 


"Whether or not we are depends on 


comparison. Are we compared to the 
past, or other countries like England or 
Germany, or compared to some estimate 
of how many people are distressed by 
symptoms which might be responsive to 
medication, or compared to some stan- 
dard of what should be good or ideal psy- 
chiatric caro? 


"When we look at recently available 


evidence on these comparisons, the an- 
swer is self-evident," Klerman said. 
"Historically, for Instance, we think of 
the late 19th Century as the age when 
America was self-reliant and people 
solved their problems by will power. Ac- 
tually 5 per cent of the adult population 
was addicted to opiates. 


Today I don't know for certain, but my 


rough guess would be that less than 1 per 
cent of the adult population is addicted to 
drugs. 


The search for mental health 


"IT'S TRUE," Dr. Klerman said, "an 


estimated 20 per cent of the population 
uses a prescribed or over-the-counter 
psychotropic drug at some point in any 
given year. Psychotropic drugs are 
drugs that influence the mind, such as 
sleeping pills, tranquilizers, antidepres- 
sante. Some not covered by prescription 
but illegally trafficked are heroin, co- 
caine and marijuana, and others widely 
used in everyday life are alcohol, to- 
bacco and caffeine. We're not Including 
these in the 20 per cent. But the use of 
opiates has declined and the drugs we're 
using now, because of government regu- 
lations, are less potentially dangerous." 


Klerman points to studies indicating 


half the population suffers from some 
distress, the most common of which are 
anxiety, tension, worries, insomnia, fa- 
tigue, sadness and depression. Almost 
one quarter of the population has levels 
of 
reported distress equivalent to 


patients who are in treatment in psy- 
chiatric clinics. In fact, he said, 80 per 
cent of the prescription drugs used are 
prescribed by non-psychiatric physicians. 


"ONE 
INTERESTING thing in our 


society today," Klerman said, "seems to 
be that as we become more secularized, 
our level of expectations rises. We seem 
to be redefining the promises in the Dec- 
laration of Independence of the right to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
Now this means absence of tension, guilt, 
insomnia and distress — relief of symp- 
toms. 


"People feel It's their right - and I 


agree with them — to interpret what is 
the level of discomfort they can endure 
or what they want changed. I think 
people want more out of life and one of 
the things they want and are entitled to 
is relief from pain, psychic and other- 
wise."

Camera to roam in city 
No programs, no scripts, 
just 4a day in the life...' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Viewers who 


l i k e television without commercials 
might be able to tune in someday to a 
channel featuring random, live coverage 
of a city at work and play without formal 
programming or scripts. 


A camera that would roam from city 


city streets to studio to the station own- 
er's home, possibly around the clock, Is 
the dream of Lorenzo W. Milam, a tele- 
vision consultant from Los Gates, Calif., 
who has applied to tho Federal Commu- 
nications Commission for a license to use 
Channel 48 in the San Jose area. 


"I don't think they've received a bi- 


zarre application like this before," Mi- 
lam said. "We want to do a TV station in 
tho European mode. In Holland they do 
things similar to this." 


His station would operate 24 hours a 


day without scripts, tapes or pro-ar- 
ranged programs. A camera mounted on 
a "T-Van" would travel the city, picking 
up sidewalk Interviews and catching citi- 
zens in unguarded moments. A portable 
camera might leave the van for remote 
coverage of a school board or civic meet- 
ing. 


The van would return to a warehouse- 


based studio to broadcast lectures by 
volunteer teachers, lawyers or city offi- 
cials. Or a mechanic might spend a day 
showing viewers how to take apart and 
reassemble an automobile engine. 


DUniNG GAPS In activity, tho camera 


would be left gazing at the studio interi- 
or, giving the. audience a bchlnd-the- 
scenea peck at tho workings of a cle- 
vuion station. 


When everyone goes homj for the day, 


the camera would stay on foe. the ulti- 
mate in non-programs, a nightlong view 
of empty stage and desks. 


When told an FCC official said a tele- 


vision station cannot let Its camera 
transmit unmanned, Milam replied: "If 
worse comes to worst, I can rent a re- 
mote to my bedroom." 


The FCC also is skeptical about Mi- 


lam's cut-rate budget. "A television sta- 
tion costs a minimum half million dol- 
lars." one official said. Milam is apply- 
ing for the license In the name of the

Educational 


Fund, Inc., which has assets of $100 plus 
pledges of $73.000. 


WILLIAM INSISTS he can succeed on 


public contributions alone, and says he 
proved It by starting a string of similar 
free-programming, non-commercial ra- 
dio stations with as little as $1,000 each 
In Santa Cruz, Calif.; Atlanta, Ga., and 
Columbia, Mo. He and a group of friends 
also operate radio stations with the same 
concept in Portland, Ore., St. Louis, 
Pittsburgh and Spokane, Wash. 


"Radio and TV owners and managers 


have established barriers to individuals 
and groups and don't tell them how to do 
it," Milam said. "The Industry has a 
mystique that only these people who are 
highly professional can use tho medium. 


"Once we make the break-through in 


television, other groups around the 
country can experiment with the same 
thing," Milam said. "I'd like to see mi- 
nority groups, blacks and Puerto Ricans 
with very small amounts of money build 
their town TV stations."

(Down's syndrome, a growth disturb* 


ance resulting In both mental and physi- 
cal abnormalities, used to be considered 
a hopeless affliction. Today an enlight- 
ened approach Is enabling Down's Indi- 
viduals to fulfill their potential. In a two- 
part series Karen Thompson reports on 
what Is now known about Down's syn- 
drome and about local programs that 
help both children and their parents.) 


Scott la 12 years old. lie trades base- 


ball cards with his classmates, lakes Ice 
skating lessons and wants to bo a baker 
when ho grows up. 


Katlo Is 20 months old. She feeds her- 


self, drinks from a glass and loves to 
look at books and magazines. 


What may scorn like ordinary nccom- 


plishmnts for a child were a bit harder 
to develop for these two — they arc 
Down's syndrome children, more com- 
monly known as mongololds. 


The horror stories of early death, In- 


stitutions and ugliness often associated 
with mongollsm are today being proved 
untrue by parents, professionals and the 


children themselves. 


Dr. Louis Lasa'gna, In his book "Life, 


Death and the Doctor," describes it. "A 
child with Down's syndrome Is not a sub- 
human monster split off from mankind, 
but a member of the lower end of the 
continuous spectrum of human ability." 


THESE CHILDREN need love no less 


than other children. They require spe- 
cially Individualized rearing, particularly 
in the early years. They need stimulation 
and companionship. The retarded child's 
need;) are always special. 


John Langdon Down, a British physi- 


cian, first described the syndrome as 
"mongollsm" in 1866 because the individ- 
uals bear some facial resemblance to the 
Mongolian race. Suggesting racial ori- 
gins, his choice of the term has caused 
much confusion. There is currently a 
move afoot to change the name to 
Down's syndrome, a less stigmatlc form. 


By any name, the person with Down's 


syndrome in years past has had a hope- 
less affliction for which cause and cure 
were unknown. Now, active research 


programs are bringing the knowledge 
which leads to normalization and may 
someday bring about prevention. 


DOWN'S SYNDROME is one of the 


most common causes of mental retarda- 
tion, affecting approximately one in 600 
babies. It is characterized by various 
physical and mental abnormalities and

by the presence of an extra chromosome. 
There are many theories about what 
causes the growth disturbance that re- 
sults in Down's syndrome. As yet, how- 
ever, no one knows with certainty what 
these causes are. 


Events during pregnancy have no cas- 


ual relationship to the condition, nor can 
the basic condition be corrected by any 
known means. The genetic defect occurs 
in all races, in rich and poor, bright and 
average families. 


Although young women give birth to 


Down's syndrome babies, statistics prove 
that the older a woman is when she be- 
comes pregnant,' the greater are her 
chances of having a Down's syndrome 
child. A woman under 35 has a one in 600 
chance. As her age Increases the proba- 
bility becomes greater — as high as two 
per cent when the mother Is over age 40. 
Many parents who have Down's syn- 
drome children have had normal babies 
before and many have normal babies af- 
terwards. 


CHILDREN WITH the syndrome devel- 


op in a similar abnormal pattern. They 
have slightly slanted eyes with a fold of 
skin over the inner corner. There is a 
flattening contour of the face and the 
nose bridge. Muscles and joints are often 
flaccid and there are minor differences 
in the hands and feet. Although they 


have a significant number of similar 
characteristics, very few have all 'of 
them. In some the condition is very 
prominent, in others so slight as hardly 
to be detected at first sight. 


All Down's syndrome children 
are 


mentally deficient — each to a different 
degree. The rate of mental development 
in these children tends to be progressive- 
ly slower as the brain's rate of devel- 
opment slows down. In the early years of 
life, the child may seem relatively alert 
and capable of performing basic motor 
skills at a slower pace. But, later, it is 
difficult for them to learn more ad- 
vanced skills. The potential for in- 
tellectual growth is set at a lower level. 


PART OF the difference in intelligence 


among Down's children is innate. But 
much of it is related to how the earliest 
years of life are spent. Studies show that 
those children who are cared for at home 
by loving, stimulating parents generally 
have a higher level of mental ability 
than those who are placed in institutions 
at birth or in the first two or three years. 


With growth and good health, education 
and training, a warm and happy environ- 
ment, the Down's syndrome child's fuO 
potential can be realized. 


Frequent complications such ~as con- 


genital heart defects and marked sus- 
ceptibility to respiratory infections may 
also complicate the condition. Due to 
medical progress, the life expectancy of 
these children has been increased from a 
maximum of 12 years to near normal. 


THE PERSONALITIES of Down's syn- 


drome children also vary greatly". They, 
generally, have very happy, responsive 
dispositions — a special attractiveness. 


Their sunny outlook on life is summed 


up in the book "For Parents of the 
Mongol Child": 


"The Down's syndrome child has com- 


plete confidence in other people. Their 
certainty of the fundamental goodness of 
all persons and things is overwhelming. 
They could act as a leaven for our cold 
modern social life."

Parents ivork together 


The picture is changing 


No family is prepared for the birth of a 


Down's syndrome child. It comes without 
warning. There are heartbreaking, dis- 
believing days Immediately following 
birth, but with time to think, plan and 
investigate possibilities, it Is possible to 
work out a plan for helping every child 
develop to his full potential. 


Twelve years ago, Mr. and Mrs. Rob- 


ert Mead were expecting their first child. 
Following delivery, they were told Scott 
was a Down's syndrome baby. 


"The doctors were very helpful and 


kind, but other than that, we had little to 
go on," said Mrs. Mead, a former teach- 
er. "Our first reaction was, 'What's ev- 
eryone goln to think and say? Ho will 
look different from other children.' " 


"AT THAT TIME there were no bro- 


chures, no special programs, no one to 
turn to, little hope, but Scott was our 
baby, our flesh and blood, and we felt he 
deserved the very best life we could give 
him." 


Parents in years past were led to be- 


llcvo that there was no future for Down's 
syndrome children. Many doctors ad- 


vised against even taking the baby home, 
saying the infant would be a burden, 
would show little progress and cause 
f a m i l y hardships. Institutlonallzatlon 
from birth was the usual result. 


The Meads brought Scott into their 


home, and from the first day they set up 
their own stimulation programs. An im- 
portant part of adjusting is spending 
time with the baby, getting acquainted 
with his personality and characteristics. 


"Wo knew that stimulation was neces- 


sary for every child, regardless, and that 
Scott would need even more help. Since 
ho was our first baby, we had no one to 
compare progress with and wo did push 
him. The idea that these children can't 
do It just Isn't true." 


THE MEADS WERE put in touch with 


the National Association of Down's Syn- 
drome (NADS) and since there were no 
organized groups in the area, some of 
the mothers exchanged phone numbers. 


"We spent hours on the phono com- 


paring notes. Wo needed help, special 
training, but there were no programs of- 
fered then so we did the best we could. 


Groups were the most beneficial thing 
for me. We found out we were not 
alone." 


The parents of these children have a 


close bond and have been the main im- 
petus for much of the progress in educa- 
tional facilities, research 
programs, 


diagnostic treatment and the move to 
give their children a chance to cultivate 
their own natural gifts. 


"Many of the Down's syndrome chil- 


dren suffer great physical handicaps. We 
must do the best we can with what we 
have. Instead of looking at their in- 
abilities, we must get at their abilities. 
They can do anything ... to a degree," 
Mrs. Mead continued. 


TO HELP OTHER parents through 


what she and her husband experienced 
alone, Mrs. Mead, through the local 
mother's group and In cooperation with 
hospitals, Is counseling parents of new- 
born Down's syndrome children. 


"I have stayed active because these 


parents need to look ahead and have 
positive assistance. People have prob- 
lems with any child, but the problems of 
the Down's syndrome child have been 
blown way out of perspective." 


Scott is now attending Hlllcrest Public 


School in a class for the trainable men- 
tally handicapped. He reads at a fourth 
grade level and is progressing well. 


"Education is all we have at the mo- 


ment," Mrs. Mead said. "There must be 
a normalization process — making these 
children aware of the community and 
putting them in normal surroundings. If 
at all possible they should be Integrated 
into public schools." 


"UNFORTUNATELY, WE LIVE in a 


society based on prejudices and these 
children are plagued by It. They must be. 
taught to behave properly and learn so- 
cial graces to prove these preconceived 
ideas wrong," said Mrs. Mead. "It is up 
to the parents of the Down's syndrome 
child to promote positive attitudes in the 
community." 


The Meads now have two other sons, 


ages 10 and 6. How has this affected 
their family life? "Our case isn't neces- 
sarily typical because Scott is in the cdu- 
cable mentally handicapped range. Our 
boys fight, but that's because they're 
brothers, not because Scott has some dif- 
ferences. We have no erratic behavior 


problems because we haven't allowed it. 
Our boys are gentlemen — they know it 
and so does everyone else." 


Scott wants to be a baker when he 


grows up. "We must provide a future for 
these children. The whole education pro- 
cess will be futile if it is not followed 
through. They can't sit home and watch 
television for the rest of their lives," she 
continued. 


SCOTT'S FUTURE looks good. His 


family realizes his limitations and has 
overcome many more than they had, 
perhaps, expected. His family looks to 
the future. 


''We don't want Scott to live at home 


for the rest of his life, not because we're 
selfish, but because that wouldn't be the 
best environment for him. I would like to 
see him working in the community and 
living in some typo of community living 
arrangement. I know he may not be able 
to live completely Independently, but 
there must be a move toward normalcy 
within his capabilities," said Mrs. Mead. 


Through the efforts of parents and pro- 


fessionals, the outlook far Down's syn- 
drome children has been turned around. 
Instead of tears of disappointment and 
hopelessness, parents are being reas- 
sured about what the future holds. There 
Is a much greater understanding of the 
Down's syndrome child In tho commu- 
nity, as a whole, than ever before. In- 
creasing provisions for schools and train- 
Ing programs for the education of both 
the parents and children are being made. 
Parents have joined together to help 
each other with mutual problems and to 
promote the general welfare of their chil- 
dren. 


KATIE WAS THE first child for the 


Scott McDonalds. .She was born 20 
months ago. Her mother's words point 
out the strides that have been made in 
medical methods and in preparing the 
child early for his place in society. 


"We found out the day after Katie'was 


delivered that she was Down's syn- 
drome. The doctor was wonderful. He 
talked very frankly and only about 
Katie's future in our family. He gave us 
hope. The hospital staff went out of their 
way to see that we had contact with our 
baby. 


"We found out early that we weren't

Venereal disease and the law 


PLAYING BALL with her brother, 
Dick, Kathy McCloskey is always a 
part of family activities. "She con* 


stantly gives joy, never takes it 
away," said her mother. "She fits in 
no matter whore she Is."

The spread of venereal disease has 


reached epidemic proportions, according 
to worried health authorities, statistics 
and as pointed out in an article on the 
subject which appeared in the Herald 
Oct. 9. 


Genie Campbell's in-depth article on 


local clinics treating more .cases as the 
national VD rate climbs was honest, 
straightforward reporting of a critical 
situation. 


Taking the "hush hush" out of syphilis 


and gonorrhea information and bringing 
it into the strong light of education and 
reason is the best way to encourage suf- 
ferers to seek the latest remedies and 
still retain their personal dignity. 


It's obvious, though, that the infected 


person must face up to the fact that his 
or her Infection is far more than a per- 
sonal problem. There are innocent vic- 
tims to consider and the law must step in 
and step up the process of eliminating 
VD if infected persons will not. 


An example of how the law works is 


reflected in the passing of an ordinance 
designed to help wipe out VD. 


• As recently as six months ago, the 


U.S. Court of Appeals upheld a Denver 
"hold and treat" ordinance when it was 
appealed on constitutional grounds. 


• The ordinance provides for the in- 


voluntary "holding" of a person who is 
suspected of having a venereal disease 
so that that person may be examined 
and treated. The ordinance must bear up 
under the test of two conditions: reason- 
ably suspected, and detention within a 
reasonable time. 


Denver's ordinance could very well set 


a precedent for other governmental bod- 
ies to follow if the VD rate does not de- 
cline, now that the constitutional ques- 
tion is more or less settled. 


• The court said that the ordinance 


was not a denial of a person's con- 
stitutional right but.that the "principal 
thrust" Is to bring the source of VD un- 
der control. 


• The law also states that If reason- 


ably suspected of, having VD, a person 
may be detained in jail, examined and if 
determined to be-so infected, that person 
will be treated in "accordance with the 
provisions of this section." 


• One of the categories where a person 


might be "reasonably suspected" applies 


to those arrested for prostitution. 


If arrested, the prostitute is not eligible 


for release on bond until the examination 
process is completed, which is generally 
about 24 hours. 


• There is an alternative to tho ordi- 


nance. It provides that the manager of 
health and hospitals have the right to or- 
der the other persons reasonably sus- 
pected to have VD or with communicable 
VD to be examined at the department of 
health and hospital on an in-patient or 
out-patient basis. 


In some cases, the suspected person 


may be treated by a private physician. 


Reporter 
Genie Campbell, quoting 


some health center authorities, pointed 
out that the public's stigmatizing attitude 
toward the disease must change.

divorce in two states: Kentucky and Illi- 
nois.

It hasn't 
changed our life much. A lot of people 
have problems much worse than we do," 
said Mrs. McDonald.

Dear Dorothy: Years ago my mother 


used to make a delicious tart of cream 
cheese, butter and flour — then filled 
with preserves or such. Would you hap- 
pen to have something like this In your 
file?

That recipe has been a favorite around 


hero for years. While I used to fill It with 
preserves, wo now use a regular filling. 
Let a three-ounce package of cream 
cheese and one stick of margarine soften 
to room temperature; then cream and 
add one cup of sifted flour. Chill for one 
hour, then shape into 24 one-inch balls. 
Place In tiny ungreascd muffin tins and 
shape dough to the bottoms and sides of 
the cups. 


For the filling, beat one egg, odd three- 


fourths cup of brown sugar, one table- 
spoon of soft margarine, one teaspoon of 
vanilla, a dash of salt and two-thirds of a 
cup of chopped pecans. After beating, fill 
each little cup three-fourths full and bake 
for 25 minutes at 350 degrees. When cool, 
remove from pans and sprinkle with 
powdered sugar. These freeze beau- 
tifully.

'Lovers' sure bet for VT

Despite a few distractions, Nell Sim- 


on's "The Last of the Red Hot Lovers" 
holds up well as Village Theatre begins 
its 25th anniversary season. 


The comedy revolves around one of 


Simon's more lovable characters, Barney 
Cashman, restaurant owner who at age 
50, after 23 years of marriage, decides to 
try his hand at "playing around." 


He does ... yet he doesn't, making for 


a sexual farce full of typical Simon hu- 
mor. 


The scene for Barney's tete-a-tetes —

"guests." Barney, played by Arnold Sil- 
ver, can use the apartment only until 5 
p.m. . . . when his mother returns from 
volunteer hospital work. 


He first attempts an extra-marital 


fling with a regular restaurant patron, 
Elaine Navazio, 'lof Polish persuasion," 
played by Jackie Tuverson. 


MRS. TUVERSON TAKES a few min- 


utes to warm up, but then slips naturally 
into her role. She expresses the hardness 
of a woman who's "been around," but 
does it well without sobering the funny 
mood of the scehcn.

"Conquest" no. 2 is the spacy actress 


Bobbi Michelle, played by a newcomer to 
Village Theatre, Tricia Esposito. 


Barney meets Bobbi in the park the 


day before their apartment rendezvous 
whei. he gives her $20 to hire an accom- 
panist for a stage audition. Bobbi agrees 
to meet Barney the next day with every 
intention of repaying the loan — despite 
the fact she doesn't have, any money. 


Some of Simon's funniest lines are de- 


livered by Bobbi, a girl who has her 
share of sexual hangups. They include 
the cab driver who wanted to make it 
with her under the Manhattan Bridge on 
his lunch hour to the obscene telephone 
caller who leaves messages. 


MRS. ESPOSITO IS delightful in the 


role of Bobbi, a character which can eas- 
ily be played too dumb or too sexy. But 
she makes the most of both. 


One distraction occurring throughout 


the first two acts opening night was the 
fault of Silver, who appeared to be hav- 
ing trouble delivering his lines and pro- 
jecting Barney's character at the same 
time. Silver constantly shifted his 
weight, fidgeted and gazed at the floor, 
in trying to show nervousness, shyness 
and embarrassment. 


'Great Sebastians' afford 
an evening of laughter

Of course it's all a hoax, the mind- 


reading act where one blindfolded person 
identifies the article his or her partner 
takes from a member of the audience. 


But it makes for great entertainment 


anyway, which Is what "The Great Se- 
bastians" does at the Ivanhoe Theatre. 


The story unfolds with the subtlest 


'hints of mystery and political intrigue, 
though eccentric characterization and a 
cleverly written script chock-full of hu- 
morous barbs and quips ward off any 
serious intents. There is nothing to pon- 
der, but everything to laugh about. 


THE GREAT SEBASTIANS, a man 


and wife vaudeville mind-reading act, 
are detained in Prague, Czechoslovakia, 
shortly after the Communist coup in 1948, 
because they refused to buckle under to 
orders by the new government. 


And one can't help but get caught up in 


the parlor game masquerading, watching 
two very likable charlatans practice 
their craft. And it adds to the merri- 
ment, being on the Inside, as they perfect 
their code and employ their tricks to fool 
the public. If he says "if you please," 
she answers "rubber boots." When he 
says "quickly," she answers "keys." 
"Hesitate" signifies "teeth" and so on. 
Pretty ingenious if not altogether above 
board. But that's show biz. 


AND IT IS because the Sebastians 


manage to keep their wits about them 
that they escape a rather uncomfortable 
situation at the general's home where 
they ore sent to perform and sniff out a 
traitor. For the fun that follows we must 
certainly credit playwrights 
Howard 


Lindsay and Russel Grouse.

gan's Heroes") are perfectly matched to 
their roles and to each other, reacting 
and playing off one another to the gener- 
al amusement of the audience. 


Eileen Herlie, as the British side of the 


act, does "bloody" well as she pleases, 
says what she thinks and is not in the 
least intimidated by the Communist par- 
ty's threats. 


WERNER KLEMPERER, on the other 


hand, plays her mild-mannered, smooth- 
talking husband who soothes over his 
wife's outbursts and prefers to look al- 
ways on the brighter side of any imposi- 
tion. The only time he raises his voice is 
to express dissent when his wife com- 
pares him to her first husband who pre- 
ceded him in the act. 


In addition to the Great Sebastians, 


George Womack does quite well with his 
role of Josef, the theater owner who at- 
tempts to convince the vaudeville team 
for their own sake, and his own neck, to 
keep tho Communists happy. 


And Gerald Castillo makes a great and 


effective character switch from the kind- 
ly general's servant he is masquerading 
as to the important party leader he ulti- 
mately is. 


With "The Great Sebastians" there's 


no need to fret, question or even under- 
stand a thing. There's no message to re- 
ceive, just a warm glow from a genuine 
evening of theater. And not often enough 
docs the curtain close on such a note.

A more confident Barney, after two un- 


successful attempts, is able to doff the 
nervous-shy bit and act the role of tha 
seducer. 


Silver's real wife, Doris, appears as 


Jeanctte Fisher whose husband, the au- 
dience is told, is having an affair. Jea- 
nette, hilarious as a depressed, crying, 
pockctbook clutching visitor, is less than 
half-heartedly looking to do likewise. 


The Silvers are excellent in the final 


act, which gives both characters a better 
understanding of themselves.

indeed just that opening night in tha 
Wheeling High School auditorium.

P.E. 
defended 


Your recent editorial on the useless- 


ness of the physical education programs 
in the schools, prompted me to write this 
rebuttal. 


I agree, it is about time the state legis- 


lature took a good look at our P.E. sys- 
tem and, if anything, increase tho scope 
of it. 


Today, more than over before, high 


school students need P.E, Students who 
walk to school, walk a very short dis- 
tance. One must walk several miles at a 
fast clip before you can call it exercise. 
Tho majority of the students ride a bus, 
which means, at tho most, they walk a 
block and the bus deposits them a few 
steps from the school door. 


You state that, "it's always implied 


that soundness of body is supposed to 
match a thorough academic education, 
and produce a complete person." What 
do you mean, implied? It is a scientific 
fact that the mind develops better and is 
more keen when it is in a healthy, vital 
body. A body that slouches out the door 
to the bus, through tho school day and 
homo to slouch in front of TV or with 
their friends eating junk food doesn't 
give much stimulation to the brain. 


Obesity among tho young, hi case you 


haven't checked, is a leading health 
problem in the United States today. Fat 
people arc not happy being fat, which 
certainly doesn't make for a complete 
person. 


Those who like sports will go out for 


them. It is the student who isn't athlet- 
ically inclined who needs a general P.E. 
course the most. 


As for grade points suffering; it has 


been my experience that many bright 
students feel P.E. is beneath them and 
they put forth minimal effort which gives 
them a minimal grade. If they want to 
maintain a high average, all they have to 
do is try. It is a rare P.E. teacher who 
will penalize a student because of lack of 
natural ability if tho student really tries. 


Especially In tho Midwest, where much 


of the school year tho weather is such 
that our children can't get out for ex- 
ercise, for many of them, their only ex- 
ercise for weeks at a time comes during 
P.E. Monotonous it may be, but then 
there are students who find math, lan- 
guage, history and other academic sub- 
jects monotonous. I don't see anyono ad- 
vocating tossing them out of the curricu- 
lum.

contained. I ended by having to read 
them to the House myself and will hero 
state them for you. These are the sec- 
tions which Rep. LaFleur, Speaker Blair, 
Minority Leader Choate, President Har- 
ris, and Minority Leader Partee would 
have repealed: 


"Chap. 108%, par. 2-156. General As- 


sembly felony conviction. None of the 
benefits herein provided for shall be paid 
to any person who is convicted of any 
felony relating to or arising out of or in 
connection with his service as a member. 


"This section shall not operate to im- 


pair any contract or vested right here- 
tofore acquired under any law or laws 
continued In this Article, nor to preclude 
the right to a refund. 


"All future entrants entering service 


subsequent to July 11, 1955, shall bo 
deemed to have consented to the provi- 
sions of this Section as a condition of 
coverage." 


Th'e other two sections, par. 14-199 


"State Employe & par. 18-163 Judicial 
change the word 'member' to 'employe' 
or 'judge' respectively and the date 'July 
11, 1955' to 'July 9, 1955.' ". In all other 
respects the wording is exactly identical 
in all three sections. 


I wish to emphasize the waiver consent 


feature; this is what renders the sections 
clearly constitutional. In any case, the 
constitutionality of such a law should be 
considered by the Illinois Supreme Court, 
if need be, not by the General Assembly. 


Curiously, Rep. LaFleur, while insist- 


ing his motives involved "Implementing 
the new constitution," didn't bother to re- 
peal the identical pension forfeiture pro- 
vision for downstate and suburban po- 
lice, Chicago police, downstate and sub- 
urban firemen, Chicago firemen, down- 
state and suburban municipal employes, 
Chicago city employes, county employes 
and officials, park district employes and 
officials, sanitary district employes and 
officials, university employes and public 
school teachers. 


I personally applaud Governor Walker 


on his first major good act since assum- 
ing office nearly two years ago. 


Particularly in a year when ethics is a 


major concern of tho people and when 


several of our public officials have been 
found to have violated public trust, I am 
appalled that the General Assembly — 
particularly the House, whose members 
knew its contents before voting — would 
pass such a bill and that you would en- 
dorse it.

Rev. Kinsolving scolded 


Rev. Lester Kinsolving, the author of 


your column "Religion Today" is con- 
sistently Ill-informed in his comments on 
the Roman Catholic community and its 
theology. The Sept. 27 article on the bap- 
tism of Nathaniel Morreale totally ig- 
nores, as usual, the key question in the 
embroglio. 


Msgr. Meegan was not punishing Nath- 


aniel for his parents' disbelief in a major 
practical teaching of the church. He and 
his religious superiors can only offer 
baptism to children of families who ap- 
pear to be living the life of Jesus Christ 
in their daily lives. Infants are baptized 
into the Catholic Church on the assump- 
tion their parents would give them, 
through Christian example, the life of 
faith as they gave them the gift of life. 
When a particular set of parents indirate 


they lack belief in a core tenet of the 
church's witness, baptism of their child 
would vitiate the entire rationale for ad- 
ministering the sacrament to infants. In- 
fant baptism is not magic, it is entrance 
into a particular community of faith 
which accepts tho child as a nascent 
Christian who will grow in wisdom and 
grace before God and man in imitation 
of the Child Jesus. For a Catholic bap- 
tism to be celebrated, this presumes a 
believing Catholic family, and that pre- 
cisely was the difficulty. Could the Mor- 
reales be honestly said to be a believing 
Catholic family? 


The salvation of Nathaniel is an extra- 


neous issue which muddles the cose. As 
a Catholic with even an elementary 
school religious education knows, either 
of Nathaniel's parents could have bap- 
i 


tized him as volidly as if the Pope him- 
self had performed the sacrament. 


Ordinary newspaper reporters, per- 


haps, can be excused if they miss tho 
main point of a religious news story. 
Commentators on specifically religious 
questions must necessarily be held to a 
higher standard of accountability. Occa- 
sional confusion is even excusable here if 
the author is writing on a tradition other 
than his own. However, when a com- 
mentator like Rev. Kinsolving seems so 
ill-informed so consistently, one cannot 
avoid wondering if his professional stan- 
dards are lax, or if he is so biased on so 
many issues that he deliberately mis- 
construes to sharpen his polemic.

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LEAP takes first step to clean up suburb elections 


by JILL DETTNER 


Chicago's Project LEAP (Legal Elec- 


tions In All Precincts) Is taking aim for 
the first time this fall at vote fraud In 
tho suburbs. 


The organization has worked since 1971 


to recruit and train honest election judg- 
es to serve In Chicago precincts with a 
history of ghost voting and other Illegal 
election practices. 


Believing Irregularities also exist in 


the suburbs, LEAP Is expanding its nc-. 
llvltles for the Nov. S general election to 
suburban Cook, Lake, DuPagc and Will 
counties. 


"It's unfair to characterize the city as 


the only place where there's trouble," 
said Thomas Roeser, Project LEAP 
chairman and a resident of Park Ridge, 
at a press conference Tuesday. "We be- 
lieve there's an awful lot of work for us 
to do in the suburbs, too." 


ROESER SAID LEAP, already has re- 


ceived some reports of dishonest election 
practices and patronage abuses in the 
suburbs, although he declined specifics. 
The organization Is asking the residents' 
help In Identifying all areas where unfair 
procedures are suspected. 


Both parties In DuPage County have 


agreed to allow LEAP to recruit election 
judges and Roeser hopes to obtain sim- 
ilar cooperation from political officials in 
the other counties. 


LEAP 
always 
has 
worked 
with 


Cook County Republicans In obtaining 
election judges, but to date the Cook 
County Democratic Central Committee, 
chaired by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, has ignored the group, Roeser 
said. 


LEAP election judges serve out of their 


own precincts and the organization is in- 


terested in recruiting suburban residents 
to work at the polls in the city as well as 
In their area. 


"Even if we don't have any real 'cor- 


ruption out here, which I doubt, people in 
the suburbs should be concerned about 
what happens in the city on election day 
because vote fraud there, can definitely 
affect the total county vote," Roeser 
said. 


THE ORGANIZATION has targeted 


1,300 of Chicago's 3,147 precincts in 
need of LEAP election judges. The pre- 
cincts were picked because of reports of 


ghost voting, electioneering by precinct 
captains or political parties, harassment 
of voters or pollwatchers, Inflated vote 
totals by election judges or others in the 
polling places, incorrect reporting of vote 
t o t a l s , Illegal assistance and in- 
timidation. 


Besides training election judges, LEAP 


also dispatches teams of troubleshooters 
on election day in response to requests 
for assistance. 


The organization works closely with 


the Chicago Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, the Cook County State's Attor- 


ney's Office and the U.S. Attorney's of- 
fice. 


The group so far has recruited 1,000 


election judges to work Nov. S, an all- 
time record for LEAP, according to 
Kirsten Svare, executive director. The 
organization wants to surpass the 1,300 
goal in Chicago and Miss Svare said Re- 
publican election judges are still "des- 
perately needed." 


Any registered voter may serve as an 


election judge. Persons interested may 
contact Project LEAP at 22 W. Monroe 
St., Room 1501, Chicago.

The union's comments were made in 


the October issue of its official magazine, 
"Police Podium." In the article, the 
union chides Walsh for instituting a "gag 
policy" which prohibits policemen from 
reporting acts of police misconduct to 
anyone but him. The penalty is dis- 
ciplinary action, the article states. 


The article, entitled "Stonewalling in 


Buffalo Grove," compares-Walsh's al- 
leged "gag policy" with "the concept of 
stonewalling made infamous by the Nix- 
on administration."

He 
said the policeman had been given the 
marijuana by a youth who asked the po- 
liceman to destroy it; the theft was not 
an actual theft but a policeman taking 
two items which had been discarded as 
trash at a store; and the woman riders 
were part of the department's "ride- 
along" program. 


The police association called these an- 


swers "embarrassingly brief and con- 
trived" in its article. It also said Walsh 
"has his reputation to protect." 


Merenkov was a member of the police- 


men's group while he was a Buffalo 
Grove policeman, even though there is no 
local chapter of the union In Buffalo 
Grove. The association also provided le- 
gal representation for Merenkov during 
the fire and police commission hearing.

Schlickman hits court parochiaid stand 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, expressed 
dis- 


pleasure Tuesday at a U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling against state aid to church- 
supported schools. 


Schlickman, one of the leading propo- 


nents of assistance to parochial schools 
in the Illinois General Assembly, called 
the decision "rather discouraging." 


The court, in a 6-3 vote this week, reaf- 


firmed its stand against state •aid to 
parochial schools by striking down a Cal- 
ifornia law allowing tax credits for par- 
ents whose children attend church-sup- 
ported schools. The decision solidifies a 
ruling by the court last year in a similar 
case from New York. 


"It seems that bit by bit the Supreme 


Court is upholding its landmark decison 
on parochiaid," Schlickman said. "You 
almost have the feeling that they might 


reverse some of their earlier favorable 
rulings that proponents of aid have been 
relying on." 


The court rules 27 years ago that 


states may reimburse parents of private 
school students for bus fares. It also has 
allowed states to pay for school lunches, 
public health services and seculat text- 
books for parochial school students. 


THE ILLINOIS Supreme Court in 1973 


overruled attempts by the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly to. provide state money for 
textbooks and other services to parochial 
schools. The move ended efforts in the 
legislature on the subject, at least tempo- 
rarily. 


Schlickman said some proponents of 


parochiaid still are hopeful for a favor- 
able ruling on a case making its way to 
the U.S. Supreme Court from New 
Hampshire. 


In that case, he said, the state set tin a 


"voucher plan" in which parents of chil- 
dren in private, nonchurch schools re- 
c c i v e d state assistance. Parochial 
schools are suing, saying that ex- 
cluding them from the program violates 
the equal protection clause of the U.S. 
Constitution. 


"A favorable decision would say that it 


is all riglit to have a voucher system, but 
that you can't discriminate between pri- 
vate and parochial schools," Schlickman 
said. 


In a related case decided this week, 


the Supreme Court also ruled that al- 
though schools can provide bus trans- 
portaton for parochial school students, it 
is not mandatory. 


The court also has cases on various 


kinds of aid to parochial schools pending 
from Pennsylvania and Ohio.

Dccrfield. The site is located on Wielond 
Road, south of Busch Road. 


The Lake County Zoning Board of Ap- 


peals already has returned a favorable 
recommendation on the zoning to county 


commissioners but Byrd said the build- 
ing committee also will suggest approval 
or rejection of the plan before final ac- 
tion. 


THE REQUEST still is pending be- 


cause of "other pressing county busi- 
ness," he said.

oppose the Chesterfield development, 
saying the 10-unit-per-acre density was 
too high, that provisions for park land 
and school donations were inadequate 
and the proposed 45-acre development 
conflicts with the Buffalo Grove master 
plan.

Huntington Commons apartment com- 
plex arc "conducting a mass program, a 
mass movement of people to eliminate 
undesirable people" from the complex. 


THE APARTMENT manager acknowl- 


edges that some families have been 
thrown out of the complex because they 
arc allegedly undesirable tenants. 


Mrs. Orr, 37, of 1220 S. Elmhurst Rd., 


is being evicted, effective Oct. 31, be- 
cause of her continual failure to pay rent 
on time and because of damage done to 
the building by her children, according to 
the apartment management. 


Sue Gate, general manager of Littles- 


tone Co., management consultants for 
the complex, said several thousands dol- 
lars worth of damage was done to the 
building and Mrs. Orr's children were 
partly responsible. 


Mrs. Orr is a divorcee with children 


ranging in age from 6 to 17. Her 14-year- 
old daughter has cancer and her 12-year- 
old daughter is mentally handicapped. 


The black woman , a member of SCLC, 


is the 12th person to be evicted from the 
federally-subsidized housing complex this 
year. The other persons included one 
Mexican-American and 
10 Caucasian 


families. The former tenants were 
among 108 families receiving some form 
of federal rent-subsidy assistance. There 
are 324 apartments in the complex. 


"HERE WE HAVE a family who has 


iuffcrod extensively," said Brooks. "One 
child is sick, another is handicapped. The 
woman falls behind in her rent. All the 
time she's trying to raise her children. 
They (the owners) are trying to hold the 
Orr family responsible for what's hap- 
peining there."

however, that sites are "two different lo- 
cations. The history of zoning on the 
property is different." 


He also said the village master plan 


was "not in existence" when Chesterfield 
originally received village approval on 
its proposal about two years ago. "The 
socio-economic reasons for the devel- 
opments are totally different." 


Hlllman said, however, plans for con- 


struction on the Arrowhead project have 
hit a snag at the present time because of 
economic reasons but added the work 
should move ahead by next year. "By 
next spring, we should be in the ground," 
he said. 


If Lake County officials approve the 


request for the Bugner farm devel- 
opment, Hlllman said surveying and 
platting the property would take at least 
another year before construction gets un- 
der way.

State Rep. Harold Katz, D-Glcncoe, 


seeking his sixth term, was in the fore- 
front when compromises were being 
sought for the Regional Transportation 
Autorlty bill and the ensuing amend- 
ments, although he was firmly com- 
mitted to the concept of the RTA. His 
oposltion was received more favorably In 
the eastern portion of the District than the 
western townships of Wheeling and 
Northfleld. 


His other primary projects, which have 


been considered in past sessions and will 
bo pressed in upcoming sessions, include 
mandatory statewide installation of the 
911 emergency telephone system by 1981 
and elimination of tolls on tollways when 
the highways have paid for themselves. 
The tollway bills would prevent the Illi- 
nois Toll Highway Authority from ex- 
tending roads without legislative approv- 
al. 


Katz made several efforts to com- 


promise on the RTA conflicts so a work- 
able agency would como Into being. "My 
first major RTA bill was rejected by the 
governor, but what actually came out (In 
amendments) was my bill In total," said 
the 52-year-old attorney. 


TAKING A compromise position "was 


the opportunity to do something for my 
constituency," Katz says. "I resolved to 
listen to some of the complaints, and 
those that seemed reasonable I tried to 
incorporate In the amendments." 


The 911 emergency phone system is es- 


sential to speed up emergency calls, 
Katz says, and ho was successful in the 
past session in setting up a $20,000 fund 
for the Illinois Commerce Commission to 
begin planning for it. "I believe this Is an 
important project — important in saving 
lives and making people feel more se- 
cure." 


Legislation Katz plans for the next ses- 


sion would Include something on protec- 
tion of individual privacy. "I expect to 
touch on school records and other public 
records," he said. Katz said use of com- 
puters can endanger privacy, and he is 
particularly 
concerned 
with 
school 


records that include comments of psy- 
chiatrists, psychologists and social work- 
ers. 


Katz would Insure that school records' 


are not available to anyone except par- 
ents. 


Katz, a member of two House judiciary 


committees, also has sponsored legisla- 
tion that allows children to obtain coun- 
seling on drug problems without the 
knowledge of the parents. 


MRS. DOROTHY HENEHAN of Glen- 


view entered tho Democratic primary 
race In the 1st District nearly a year ago 
because she believed that large portions 
of the district have no true representa- 
tion. 


Mrs. Henehan frequently points out 


that two of the district's representatives 
live in the North Shore communities of 
Evanston and Glencoe, and the third in 
N o r t h b r o o k , although the district 
stretches west to take in Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove and a northern sliver "of 
Arlington Heights. 


"There are growing pains in the west- 


ern part of the district that towns in the 
eastern end no longer experience," she 
says. She points to continued growth in 
schools and severe flooding problems in 
areas like Wheeling, which ate says re- 
quire help from the state. 


The most common response she has re- 


ceived in walking through communities 
like Wheeling and Glenvicw, she said, is 
"Gee, we never had anyone (candidates) 
come to the door before." 


IT HAS BEEN a sola effort, she said. 


There was no organization support when 
she ran In the primary against one in- 
cumbent Democrat and another with 
some organized support. 


But, she said, the lack of help from the 


party organization has only strengthened 
her desire to go to the legislature "for 
the people." 


Beyond a growing fear of Inflation and 


disturbance over "a double standard of 
justice" since President Ford's pardon of 
Richard Nixon, Mrs. Henehan feels the 
issues are much the same now as they 
were in the primary. 


Those that concern her most: 
• Tough penalties for drug pushers. 
• Statewide zoning. 
• Immediate help for local commu- 


nities on flooding problems. 


• Continued efforts to develop the 


RTA, which she calls "a must" for the 
economic life of the metropolitan area.

GOP: Duff ivants to lead; Porter rips assembly

JOHN E. PORTER 


At 44, Brian Duff has behind him two 


terms In tho Illinois General Assembly, 
one of them as chairman of tho House 
Judiciary Committee; a brief flirtation 
with a race for the U. S. Congress, and a 
creditable legislative record. 


What is before the Wilmette Republi- 


can is not apparent, but the general ob- 
servation that his political ambitions 
reach beyond the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives Is not one which he bothers to 
deny. 


One thing that seems subject to no 


doubt is his reelection to a third term as 
representative of the 1st Legislative Dis- 
trict. In 1972, his total of 104,687 votes 
outdistanced all other legislative candi- 
dates In the 59 districts of Illinois. 


AND WITH THE prospects of a similar 


performance in tho Nov. 5 election, Duff 
is casting his eye on the speakership of 
the House in tho 79th General Assembly 
if the Republicans can hold their major- 
ity, or if not, the minority leadership. 


Among the measures to which he 


would like to bring the weight of a lead- 
ership position is a new program, which 
he calls the Child Advocate Program, for 
which he is now drafting legislation. 


Duff wonts "every county, township 


and municipality" to have local resi- 
dents, available night and day, whose 
sole responsibility would be to go to the 
aid of children in difficulty. 


Paid with a combination of state and 


local funds, these advocates would be 
called upon in any case where a child 
needs an adult to stand by him. Their 
function would not be to take the place of 
any existing social agencies, but rather 
to bo aware of what help is available to 
the child and to help sec that he gets It. 


Programs to which Duff has devoted 


his efforts Include merit selection of 
judges, a uniform system of probation 
procedures; grand jury reform; coordi- 
nation among state's attorneys, and a 
statewide commission on police brutality.

JOHN E. PORTER, seeking his second 


term representing the 1st District, plans 
to introduce two bills on the right to 
privacy, including one dealing with auto- 
mated data and another with the use of 
Social Security numbers. 


Porter says ho also would urge legisla- 


tion to require that a judge from another 
county sit in trials of local officials who 
arc charged with official misconduct. 


Also on his list for the coming session 


are: 


• Another attempt to bring merit se- 


lection of judges, at least in Cook County 
If not statewide. 


• Legislation to limit continuances in 


criminal trials. 


• Legislation requiring disclosure of 


the names of land trust beneficiaries in 
any consideration by a government for 
permits or rezonlng. 


• Legislation to prevent prison offi- 


cials from limiting the use of prison li- 
braries as a disciplinary measure. 


• Legislation to provide tax credits to 


parents paying tuition to any educational 
institution. 
. • Legislation for a floating usury rate. 


• Legislation licensing and regulating 


the repair-service industry. 


• Regulation to revise probate prac- 


tices in the state to lower costs and make 
It cosier to administer estates. 


• State support for special summer 


education program for learning disabled 
children. 


But while Porter has ideas for needed 


legislation, he is critical of the way the 
legislature works. 


Porter advocated electing committee 


chairmen by tho membership of the Gen- 
eral Assembly rather than having them 
appointed by the Speaker. 


He said he hopes the legislature in the 


next session can "come to grips with the 
tax equalizer problem and the unfairness 
built Into property taxes." 


Collective bargaining also will be be- 


fore the assembly and Porter says he 
believes the right to strike has to be for- 
gone by public employes "in critical 
areas."

LEAP takes first step to clean up suburb elections

Chicago's Project LEAP (Legal Elec- 


tions In All Precincts) Is taking aim (or 
the first time this foil at rate fraud in 
tho suburb*. 


The organization has worked since 1971 


to recruit and train honest election judg- 
es to serve in Chicago precincts with a 
history of ghost voting and other illegal 
election practices. 


Believing irregularities also exist in 


the suburbs, LEAP is expanding its ac- 
tivities for tho Nov. 5 general election to 
suburban Cook, Lake, DuPagc and Will 
counties. 


"It's unfair to characterize the city as 


the only place where there's trouble," 
said Thomas Roeser, 'Project LEAP 
chairman and a resident of Park Ridge, 
at a press conference Tuesday. "We be- 
lieve there's on awful lot of work for us 
to do in the suburbs, too." 


ROESER SAID LEAP already has re- 


ceived some reports of dishonest election 
practices and patronage abuses in the 
suburbs, although he declined specifics. 
The organization is asking the residents' 
help in identifying all areas where unfair 
procedures are suspected. 


Both parties In DuPage County have 


agreed to allow LEAP to recruit election 
Judges and Roeser hopes to obtain sim- 
ilar cooperation from political officials in 
the other counties. 


LEAP 
always 
has 
worked 
with 


Cook County Republicans In obtaining 
election Judges, but to date the Cook 
County Democratic Central Committee, 
chaired by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Duley, has ignored the group, Rocscr 
said. 


LEAP election judges serve out of their 


own precincts and the organization is in- 


terested In recruiting suburban residents 
to work at the polls in the city as well as 
In their area. 


"Even if we don't have any real cor- 


ruption out here, which I doubt, people in 
the suburbs should be concerned, about 
what happens In the city on election day 
because vote fraud there can definitely 
affect the total county vote," Roeser 
said. 


THE ORGANIZATION has targeted 


1,300 of Chicago's 3,147 precincts in 
need of LEAP election judges. The pre- 
cincts were picked because of reports of 


ghost voting, electioneering by precinct 
captains or political parties, harassment 
of voters or pollwatchers, inflated vote 
totals by election judges or others in the 
polling places, incorrect reporting of vote 
t o t a l s , illegal assistance and in- 
timidation. 


Besides training election judges, LEAP 


also dispatches teams of troubleshooters 
on election day in response to requests 
for assistance. 


The organization works closely with 


the Chicago Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, the Cook County State's Attor- 


ney's Office and the U.S. Attorney's of- 
fice. 


The group so far has recruited 1,000 


election judges to work Nov. 5, an all- 
time record for LEAP, according to 
Klrslen Svare, executive director. The 
organization wants to surpass the 1,300 
goal in Chicago and Miss Svare said Re- 
publican election judges are still "des- 
perately needed." 


Any registered voter may serve as an 


election judge. Persons interested may 
contact Project LEAP at 22 W. Monroe 
St'., Room 1501, Chicago.

Do Plaines Aid. Thomas Koplos, 1st, 


said engineering estimates Indicate that 
the job will be at least $20,000 over the 
$150,000 budgeted. 


However, "the engineers arc a little 


optimistic that the job may come In un- 
der the estimate," Koplos said. Bids for 
the work will bo awarded on Nov. 6, he 
added. 


Funds for tho work are being contrib- 


uted by Des Plaines, Mount Prospect 
and the state In equal shares. 


Koplos predicted that If the bids equal 


or exceed the engineering estimates, the 
project may have to be cut back. 


"We will just have to take the unit 


prices for the work and do as much as 
tho money will pay for," Koplos ex- 
plained. 


Both towns are bidding the work 


jointly In an effort to reduce costs, said 
DCS Plaines city officials. 


CURRENT SCHEDULES Indicate that 


much of the work, between School Street 
In Mount Prospect east to the Washing- 
ton Street bridge in Des Plaines will be 
done next spring. 


The work will Involve a gabion process 


which involves the placement of stones In 
wire baskets along the sides of the creek. 


More than $3 million has been spent to 


improve various sections of the creek 
since 1968. Much of the work was aimed 
at solving flooding problems, but the so- 
lutions In some cases caused bank ero- 
sion. 


Sometimes residents in both Mount 


Prospect and DCS Plaines have esti- 
mated that as much as four feet of their 
back yards have been washed away. 


In the past, Des Plaines has attempted 


to halt the erosion by placing large 
chunks of concrete along the banks, but 
this work has not halted all of the ero- 
sion.

The 
woman falls behind in her rent. All the 
time she's trying to raise her children. 
They (the owners) arc trying to hold the 
Orr family responsible for what's hap- 
peining there." 


Brooks said his organization "did ex- 


haustive research" into Mrs. Orr's com- 
plaint and has concluded that she is 
being abused because apartment owners 
believe she is an undesirable person. 


Monday, Miss Cate called Mrs. Orr an 


undesirable person and admitted that 
management has made a concerted ef- 
fort to evict other families who were 
"damaging the building, disturbing other 
residents and not paying their rent."

JAFFE, WHO WAS named IEA legisla-

Euclid area detour 
may end in 2 mos. 


The bothersome detour around the Euclid Avenue construc- 


tion area In northeast Mount Prospect may end within two 
months if fair weather continues. 


County highway officials said Tuesday Euclid Avenue will 


be open as soon as work at the intersection of Euclid and 
Wolf Road Is completed. The intersection is being widened to 
make room for left-turn lanes. 


Work on the two eastern lanes of Wolf Is nearly complete. 


"With a little bit of luck and with the weather in our favor we 
should have two lanes open there in about two weeks," said 
Franctoo B. Stuart, highway department spokesman. 


SHE SAID. HOWEVER, the Intersection will not be opened 


until work on the western lanes of Wolf Road Is completed, 
and said that is not expected for a month or two. 


The widening of Euclid Avenue to a four-lane roadway has 


created numerous problems for residents to the area. They 
have been forced to detour around the area since April when 
the road was closed at the railroad tracks. Traffic has been 
using the alternate route of Kensington-Foundry Road to the 
south. 


"We're trying to get that detour out of there as soon as 


possible," Miss Stuart said. "That's why they are working so 
hard. We're very concerned about the people out there. We're 
doing everything we can to expedite it." 


Work on the stretch of Euclid Avenue between Wolf and 


River roads was originally scheduled for completion this 
month. Miss Stuart said contractors arc about three months 
behind schedule as a result of the nine-week cement truck 
drivers' strike last summer. 


Contractors are scheduled to complete work on the three- 


quarter-mile section early next year, but bad weather could 
delay work even longer. 


CONSTRUCTION ALSO IS progressing at the intersection 


of River and Euclid, where the road is being widened for left- 
turn lanes. That work Is scheduled for completion before the 
end of the year, with the paving of the eastern two lanes 
already finished. 


Tho project is part of an overall plan to widen Euclid-Lake 


from Wolf Road In Mount Prospect to Milwaukee Avenue 
near the Tri-Stato Tollway, then continuing cost to a point 
between Lnndwchr and Pfingstcn roads near Glcnvlew. 


Tho first phase of work is being done by Rossi Contractors, 


Northlakc for $2.1 million. The total project is expected to 
cost $4 million. 


subsidy is contingent on the present ser- 
vice being maintained. 


At present, United Motor Coach has 


two buses a day serving Wheeling. Mrs. 
Stcinke had suggested the village nego- 
tiate with NORTRAN for more buses be- 
foro granting the subsidy.

Schlickman hits court paroehiaid stand 


State Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, expressed dis- 
pleasure Tuesday at a U.S. Supremo 
Court ruling against state aid to church- 
supported schools. 


Schlickman, one of the leading propo- 


nents of assistance to parochial schools 
in the Illinois General Assembly, called 
the decision "rather discouraging." 


The court, to a 6-3 vote this week, reaf- 


firmed its stand against state aid to 
parochial schools by striking down a Cal- 
ifornia law allowing tax credits for par- 
ents whose children attend church-sup- 
ported schools. The decision solidifies a 
ruling by the court last year to a similar 
case from Now York. 


"It seems that bit by bit the Supreme 


Court is upholding its landmark decison 
on paroehiaid," Schlickman said. "You 
almost have the feeling that they might 
reverse some of their earlier favorable 
rulings that proponents of aid have been 
relying on." 


The court rules 27 years ago that 


states may reimburse parents of private 
school students for bus fares. It also has 
allowed states to pay for school lunches, 
public health services and seculat text- 
books for parochial school students. 


THE ILLINOIS Supreme Court in 1973 


overruled attempts by the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly to provide state money for 
textbooks and other services to parochial 
schools. The move ended efforts in the 
legislature on the subject, at least tempo- 
rarily. 


School board OKs

"voucher plan" to which parents of chil- 
dren to private, nonchurch schools re- 
ceived state assistance. Parochial 
schools are suing, saying that ex- 
cluding them from the program violates 
the equal protection clause of the U.S. 
Constitution. 


"A favorable decision would say that it 


is all right to have a voucher system, but 
that you can't discriminate between pri- 
vate and parochial schools," Schlickman 
said. 


In a related case decided this week, 


the Supreme Court also ruled that al- 
though schools can provide bus trans- 
portaton for parochial school students, it 
is not mandatory. 


The court also has cases on various 


kinds of aid to parochial schools pending 
from Pennsylvania and Ohio.

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LEAP takes first step to clean up suburb elections

Chicago's Project LEAP (Legal Elec- 


tions in All Products) Is taking aim (or 
the first time this fall at rote fraud in 
the suburbs. 


The organization has worked since 1071 


to recruit and train honest election Judg- 
es to serve In Chicago precincts with a 
history of ghost voting and other Illegal 
election practices. 


Believing Irregularities also exist In 


the suburbs, LEAP Is expanding Its ac- 
tivities for tho Nov. S general election to 
suburban Cook, Lake, DuPogo and Will 
counties. 


"It's unfair to characterize the city as 


the only place where there's trouble," 
said Thomas Roescr, Project LEAP 
chairman and a resident of Park Ridge, 
at a press conference Tuesday. "We be- 
lieve there's an awful lot of work for us 
to do In the suburbs, too." 


ROESER SAID LEAP already has re- 


ceived some reports of dishonest election 
practices and patronage abuses in the 
suburbs, although he declined specifics. 
The organization is asking the residents' 
help In Identifying all areas, where unfair 
procedures are suspected. 


Both parties In DuPage' County have 


agreed to allow LEAP to recruit election 
judges and Roeser hopes to obtain sim- 
ilar cooperation from political officials In 
the other counties. 


LEAP 
always 
has 
worked with 


Cook County Republicans In obtaining 
election judges, but to date the Cook 
County Democratic Central Committee, 
chaired by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, has Ignored the group, Roeser 
said. 


LEAP election judges serve out of their 


own precincts and the organization is in- 


terested in recruiting suburban residents 
to work at the polls in the city'as well as 
In their area. 


"Even if we don't have any real cor- 


ruption out here, which I doubt, people in 
the-suburbs should be concerned about 
what happens in the city on election day 
because vote fraud there can definitely 
affect the total county vote," Roeser 
said. 


THE ORGANIZATION has targeted 


1,300 of Chicago's 3,147 precincts in 
need of LEAP election judges. The pre- 
cincts were picked because of reports of 


ghost voting, electioneering by precinct 
captains or political parties, harassment 
of voters or pollwatchers, inflated vote 
totals by election judges or others in the 
polling places, incorrect reporting of vote 
t o t a l s , illegal assistance and in- 
timidation. 


Besides training election judges, LEAP 


also dispatches teams of troubleshooters 
on election day in response to requests 
for assistance. 


The organization works closely with 


the Chicago Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, the Cook County State's Attor- 


ney's Office and the U.S. Attorney's of- 
fice. 


The group so far has recruited 1,000 


election judges to work Nov. 5, an all- 
time record for LEAP, according to 
Kirsten Svare, executive director. The 
organization wants to surpass the 1,300 
goal in Chicago and Miss Svare said Re- 
publican election judges are still "des- 
perately needed."

Suit may delay hiring of six firemen

A federal discrimination suit filed 


against Elk Grove Village may block the 
hiring of six new firefighters, which Fire 
Chief Allen Hulett says arc "desperately 
needed." 


The suit, which charges that David C. 


Gardner, 28, of Hanover Park, was not 
hired by the village because of a teen- 
age homosexual experience, was filed 
Monday by the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU). 


The suit seeks $1,000 in damages and a 


job for Gardner on the village fire de- 
partment. It also asks that the depart- 
ment be barred from hiring any other 
applicants until Gardner Is hired. 


HOWARD EGLIT. ACLU legal direc- 


tor, said "our position Is that it is uncon- 
stitutional to deprive a person employ- 


ment on the basis of his or her sexual 
activities." 


He added the suit seeks to prevent any 


other Wrings until the case is resolved or 
Gardner is given a job. 


Gaylo Bantner, police and fire commis- 


sion chairman, said he fears the suit 
could delay the hiring of six firemen. 
"We are presently setting up interviews 
with the approximately SO applicants 
who have undergone both physical and 
written firemen's tests," said Bantner. 
"Wo expected to have eligibility lists 
ready in about eight weeks," he said. 


Bantner added that he feared a delay 


in dismissal of the suit or some action 
calling for a hearing could result in a 
delay in hiring of the needed firemen. 


Walter Wellman, attorney for the com- 


mission, said, "I don't see how a re- 


jected applicant's lawsuit affects the hir- 
ing of others. However, until I get all the 
facts in the case I really can't say." The 
village has 20 days to answer the suit. 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett said "we des- 


perately need the six men the village au- 
thorized us to hire last August and had 
hoped to have them on the job within 40 
days. 


GARDNER IS employed as a fireman 


at the Fermi National Accelerator Labo- 
ratory. Gardner, who is a registered 
nurse, and the father of two children, 
disclosed the sex incident during a pre- 
employmcnt lie detector test. 


Commission chairman Bantner has 


said Gardner was rejected because of the 
homosexual contact, past employment in- 
stability and because he was once in- 
volved in bankruptcy proceedings 


Gardner maintains he was denied a job 


because of the homosexual incident. He 
charges he has satisfactorily explained 
the bankruptcy and employment record. 


At a hearing in July, Gardner said he 


had held seven different jobs in the past 
five years because he was working his 
nay 
through school, taking 
special 


courses in fircfighting and nursing. 


Gardner also charged that the commis- 


sion was aware of his filing of what is 
known as a Chapter 13 bankruptcy before 
he took the lie detector test. Under provi- 
sions of the federal bankruptcy law, 
Gardner will repay his debts on a month- 
ly basis until they arc rejected. 


The discrimination suit has been as- 


signed to U.S. District Court Judge 
Frank W. McGarr.

'Rather discouraging1 


Schlickman hits court parochiaid stand 


Stato Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


It-Arlington Heights, expressed dis- 
pleasure Tuesday at a U.S. Supremo 
Court ruling against state aid to church- 
supported schools. 


Schlickman, one of tho leading propo- 


nents of assistance to parochial schools 
in the Illinois General Assembly, called 
tho decision "rather discouraging." 


Tho court, in a 6-3 vote this week, reaf- 


firmed Its stand against state aid to 
parochial schools by striking down a Cal- 
ifornia law allowing tax credits for par- 
ents whose children attend church-sup- 
ported schools. The decision solidifies a 
ruling by tho court last year In a similar 
case from New York. 


"It seems that bit by bit the Supreme 


Court is upholding its landmark decison 
on parochiaid," Schlickman said. "You 
almost have the feeling that they might 


reverse some of their earlier favorable 
rulings that proponents of aid have been 
relying on." 


The court rules 27 years ago that 


states may reimburse parents of private 
school students for bus fares. It also has 
allowed states to pay for school lunches, 
public health services and seculut text- 
books for parochial school students. 


THE ILLINOIS Supreme Court in 1973 


overruled attempts by the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly to provide state money for 
textbooks and other services to parochial 
schools. The move ended efforts in the 
legislature on the subject, at least tempo- 
rarily. 


Schlickman said some proponents of 


parochiaid still are hopeful for a favor- 
able ruling on a case making its way to 
the U.S. Supremo Court from New 
Hampshire. 


In that case, he said, the state set un a 
"voucher plan" in which parents of chil- 
dren in private, nonchurch schools re- 
ccivcd state assistance. 
Parochial 


schools are suing, saying that ex- 
cluding them from the program violates 
the equal protection clause of the U.S. 
Constitution. 


"A favorable decision would say that it 


is all right to have a voucher system, but 
that you can't discriminate between pri- 
vate and parochial schools," Schlickman 
said. 


In a related case decided this week, 


the Supreme Court also ruled that al- 
though schools can provide bus trans- 
portaton for parochial school students, it 
is not mandatory. 


The court also has cases on various 


kinds of aid to parochial schools pending 
from Pennsylvania and Ohio.

Schools named 
for settler, 
polio doctors

The two doctors W)ID helped find a cure 


for polio and an early settler in the 
Northwest suburbs have been honored by 
Schaumburg Township Dist. 54. 


Two district schools that will open in 


1976 have been named Frederick Nerge 
School, after the early settler, and End- 
er-Salk School, after John Ender and 
Jonas SaJk, physicians who helped con- 
quer poliio. Nerge School will be on 
Nerge Road in Roselle and Ender-Salk 
on Salem Drive in Schaumburg. 


The board of education chose the 


names after reviewing a list of ideas sug- 
gested by community residents. 


And there were plenty of names that 


weren't selected. 


The names were given to the board, 


along with quotes from the contributors. 
C o n t r i b u t o r s ' names were kept 
anonymous by the administration, here 
are a few samples: 


Richard M. Nixon school. "No one 


can deny that he did many fine things 
during his political career. I feel that he 
was a scapegoat and he was no more 
guilty than any other past or current ad- 
ministrations. They just never were 
caught in any misdealings." The contrib- 
utor added, "Incidentally, I've never 
voted for him, so that has nothing to do 
with it. As the saying goes, To err is 
human, to forgive, divine.' " 


• Robert O. Atcher School. This name 


was submitted by two persons. "I feel 
Mr. Atcher (the mayor of Schaumburg) 
has done more for Schaumburg than 
probably any other leader has done for 


his or her community. Just look around, 
and the reasons for naming a school af- 
ter him are self-evident" 


• 
Bob Hope School. "Not only is Bob 


Hope a fine performer, but I believe he 
is a great American also. For many 
years, he put his country ahead of his 
family by sharing bis Christraases with 
our fellows overseas. Mr. Hope is re- 
garded as one of our top Americans by 
many people." 


• Charles A. Lindbergh School This 


suggestion had a postscript added. "P.S. 
To thrill all the children you could also 
name one after Evel KnieveL" 


• Golda Melr School. "Because of 


her able leadership and concern for 
people." 


• Walt Disney School was submitted 


by three persons. "He made childhood a 
little more enjoyable for nearly every 
one of us — and aren't children what 
schools are all about?" 


• John F. Kennedy School was sub- 


mitted by two persons. "We Democrats 
Teel left out since we have Dlrksen, 
Hoover and Eisenhower, and most Amer- 
icans have lived in one of the times his- 
tory will always remember." 


The Dist. 54 board considered four oth- 


er names, but they lost on a vote of the 
board. There were Kay Jones School and 
Grace Carlson School, after some of the 
earliest teachers in Dist. 54; Roberto Cle- 
mente School, after the baseball player 
who was killed in a plane crash last 
year, and Helen Hayes School, after the 
actress. 


Administrators to seek state 
funds for sixth high school 


The High School Dist. 211 Board of 


Education has agreed to move ahead in 
seeking state funds for construction of Its 
sixth high school. 


The board voted Monday to authorise 


school administrators to work with the 
Illinois Capital Development Board in 
seeking approval of $4.8 milliion in state 
funds. The money would be used to build 
the district's sixth school scheduled to 
open in 1977 north of the Winston Park 
subdivision in Palatine. 


Voters approved about $6.5 million in 


bonds for the sixth school in a referen- 
dum last week. If the state funds are 
approved the district will not sell about 
$5 million in bonds for the new school. 


The Illinois Capital 
Development 


Board has given condtional approval. 
The project must now be approved by 
other state agencies including the Bu- 
reau of the Budget and the governor's 
office. 


Dist. 211 plans to let bids for the proj- 


ect in November and December. 
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Wheeling 
OKs subsidy 
for bus route 


Wheeling officials have approved a 


$1,630 subsidy to tho North Suburban 
Mass Transit District to help finance bus 
service between tho village and downton 
Chicago. 


All Northwest suburban communities 


served by United Motor Coach Co. are 
being asked to subsidize the company 
based on the amount of service In each 
municipality. 


The Wheeling Village Board Monday 


Bight approved the subsidy request 6-0, 
the first in the area to do so. 
. M. 0. Ilorcher, administrative assist- 
ant, suggested the village pay the sub- 
sidy, noting there is no other means of 
public transportation between Wheeling 
and Chicago's Loop. 


HAZEL STE1NKE, 100 Deborah Ln., 


Wheeling, last week told tho village 
board that many senior citizens use the 
bus service and are disturbed over the 
possibility of its termination. 


NORTRAN officials have said the bus 


company's operating deficit is mounting 
and that without subsidies from the mu- 
nicipalities, service will end. Wheeling's 
subsidy is contingent on the present ser- 
vice being maintained. 


At present, United Motor Coach has 


two buses a day serving Wheeling. Mrs. 
Stelnke had suggested the village nego- 
tiate with NORTRAN for more buses be- 
fore granting the subsidy. Village Pros. 
Ted Scanlon, however, said there appar- 
ently will bo no increase In service. 


MOUNT PROSPECT MAS turned down 


a request by NORTRAN for $1,997 and 
Elk Grove Village has rejected a $13,279 
request Subsidy requests in the follow- 
ing amounts arc pending: Arlington 
Heights, 11.4*4: Des Plalnes, $52,000; and 
Plalallno. $1,274. 


NORTRAN officials said the subsidies 


will be a one-time request, adding that 
the district eventually will be taken over 
by the Regional Transportation Author- 
ity. RTA funds for NORTRAN are being 
Iwld up because of a dispute over elec- 
tion of an RTA board. 


NORTRAN was established to keep 


mass transportation in existence along 
the North Shore until the RTA is in oper- 
ation. It Is currently negotiating for the 
purchase of United Motor Coach with 
funds from a federal grant.

Scout leader 
effervescent

Jeanne Klein Is a rarity among Girl 


Scout leaders — she's single. 


Miss Klein, 3, Is the leader of a Girl 


Scout troop of 18 elementary school age 
girls and another for high schoolers in 
Rolling Meadows. 


"I guess It's because I'm a kid at 


heart," she said. "I enjoy camping and 
craftwork and I love plays and singing. I 
march in the parades and wear my uni- 
form. During Girl Scout Week I wear ray 
pin to work. I put a sign on my desk — 
•Buy Your Girl Scout cookies here.' And 
I like to seckids have a good time." 


She's the kind of person Girl Scout offi- 


cials say they need to sustain the pro- 
gram. 


"We're trying to encourage single girls 


to become loaders," said Marilyn Bo- 
necki, director of development with the 
Girl Scout Council of North Cook County. 


"Because more and more mothers arc 


going back to work it is getting difficult 
to recruit them," she said. 


"Most single girls have outside inter- 


ests that don't come anywhere near Girl 
Scouts," said Miss Klein who lives with 
her parents at 2307 Oak St. 


HER UNMARRIED friends, and some 


mothers, don't want the job. When Miss 
Klein urges them to join her extra- 
curricular activities, most are willing to 
help but won't take the primary responsi- 
bility. 


"I can't handle those girls, I don't 


know what to plan, or I couldn't yell at 
them" arc phrases the mothers most of- 
ten use in backing off from overtures to 
become leaders. Those who do accept 
take the job for one year, they say "I've 
had my turn and thank God it's over. It's 
somebody else's turn now," said Miss 
Klein. 


But Miss Klein's interest in scouting 


goes back 15 years, since she joined her 
f i r s t Brownie troop. While other 
Brownies "fly up" to become Junior Girl 
Scouts and even Cadets, few become Se- 
nior Scouts. Miss Klein just kept "fly- 
ing." After high school, she helped the 
leader of a junior troop. Then she got a 
troop of her own, and has been a full- 
fledged leader four years. 


S O M E P E O P L E ARE "rather 


amazed," some are curious and others 
moke fun of her involvement. But she 
thinks they may just be a bit jealous of 
the fun sho has and her exuberance at 
doing something she loves. 


Girl Scouting is a natural evolution of 


Miss Klein's background. 


"I come from a largt family, and I 


feel responsible for the kids in the fami- 
ly, like with the kids in Scouts," she said. 
She's the oldest of 11 children, and each 
of them, as well as her parents, is active 
in Boy or Girl Scouts. Even her Air 
Force brother still is a registered scout. 


Transmitting that excitement can be 


hard. "There's not the Interest in Seniors 
(high school Girl Scouting) that I really 


wish there would be," Miss Klein said. 
Girls that ago have other things to do — 
homework, part-time jobs and social ac- 
tivities. If they've been in scouts before, 
Seniors sounds like a repeat. And the 
thought of being a grown-up Girl Scout 
evokes "embarrassment" in the minds 
of potential recruits, she said. 


THE GIRLS ARE "kind of leery." She 


hopes the current trend back to proms, 
school spirit and football games will 
bring more older girls into scouts. 


She's "trying to make it more of a fun 


thing" than the stereotype suggests. Her 
Senior troop 19 will make a movie this 
year. The girls will participate in semi- 
nars similar to those at a recent scout 
camp where topics focused on such so- 
cial issues as abortion, voting age re- 
strictions and smoking. Her junior troop 
310 may do a project on automobile seat 
belts to promote safety for a "My Com- 
munity" badge. 


Girl Scouting is changing, she believes. 


"The kids want to do more grown up 
things," she said. "I have to find more 
varied things. I don't concentrate on sew- 
ing and cooking. That's not my bag." 


Miss Kleon has a vested interest In 


keeping Girl Scouts alive, active and In- 
teresting to each new group of girls. Al- 
though she plans to marry soon, she 
wants to continue as a scout leader. 


"I don't think I'll ever get out of Girl 


Scouts, one way or another," she said. 
"If there wasn't Girl Scouting, I'd start 
It." 


CCPA urges 
Buffalo Grove 
cops probe

The Combined Counties Police Assn. 


has called for an impartial investigation 
into charges brought against the Buffalo 
Grove Police Dept. by former Patrolman 
Floyd Merenkov. 


The policemen's union said both Police 


Chief Harry J. Walsh and- village offi- 
cials are too close to the Merenkov "situ- 
ation" to "get the truth." Merenkov had 
charged several sergeants in the depart- 
ment were guilty of various acts of mis- 
conduct, including theft, illegal posses- 
sion of marijaana and unauthorized 
women riders in police vehicles. 


The union's comments were made in 


the October issue of its official magazine, 
"Police Podium." In the article, the 
union chides Walsh for instituting a "gag 
policy" which prohibits policemen from 
reporting acts of police misconduct to 
anyone but him. The penalty is dis- 
ciplinary action, the article states. 


The article, entitled "Stonewalling in 


Buffalo Grove," compares Walsh's al- 
leged "gag policy" with "the concept of 
stonewalling made infamous by the Nix- 
on administration." 


Merenkov, 27, a three-year veteran of 


the police department, was suspended by 
Walsh for disobeying , an order, in- 
subordination and disrespect for a super- 
visor, taking action derogatory to the de- 
partment and discrediting the force. The 
suspension came after Merenkov insisted 
his charges against other members of 
the department be investigated further. 


Merenkov resigned after the fire and 


the police commission in July dismissed 
all charges against him on a technicality. 


In his resignation letter, Merenkov 


said, "I feel it would be unwise and det- 
rimental to my family to continue to 
serve as a police officer for the Village 
of Buffalo Grove." 


After the hearing, Walsh said Meren- 


kov's "allegations" were "lacking in spe- 
cificity and had originated as a result of 
hearsay and rumor." 


"Our investigation found that the 


charges werre either untrue or un- 
founded," he said. 


Walsh explained the incidents listed 


among Merenkov's charges this way. He

is being evicted, effective Oct. 31, be- 
cause of her continual failure to pay rent 
on time and because of damage done to 
the building by her children, according to 
the apartment management. 


Sue Catc, general manager of Littles- 


tone Co., management consultants for 
the complex, said several thousands dol- 
lars worth of damage was done to the 
building and Mrs. Orr's children were 
partly responsible.

Mrs. Orr Is a divorcee with children 


ranging In age from 6 to 17. Her 14-year- 
old daughter has cancer and her 12-year- 
old daughter is mentally handicapped. 


The black woman , a member of SCLC, 


is the 12th person to be evicted from the 
federally-subsidized housing complex this 
year. The other persons included one 
Mexican-American and 
10 Caucasian 


families. 
The former 
tenants were 


among 108 families receiving some form 
of federal rent-subsidy assistance. There 
are 324 apartments in the complex. 


"HERE WE HAVE a family who has 


suffered extensively," said Brooks. 
"One 


child Is sick, another is hnn'UqiRn%l -n^ 


woman falls behind in her rent. All the 
time she's trying to raise her children. 
They (the owners) are trying to hold the 
Orr family responsible for what's hap- 
peining there." 


Brooks said his organization "did ex- 


haustive research" Into Mrs. Orr's com- 
plaint and has concluded that she is 
being abused because apartment owners 
believe she is an undesirable person. 


Monday, Miss Gate called Mrs. Orr an 


undesirable person and admitted that 
management has made a concerted ef- 
fort to evict other families who were 
"damaging the building, disturbing other 
residents and not paying their rent."

LEAP takes first step to clean up suburb elections

ChicagoVProjoct LEAP (Legal Elcc- 


tlons In All Precincts) is taking aim for 
tho first time this fall at vote fraud In 
the suburbs. 


The organization has worked since 1071 


to recruit and train honest election judg- 
es to serve in Chicago precincts with a 
history of ghost voting and other Illegal 
election practices. 


Believing irregularities also exist in 


the suburbs, LEAP Is expanding its ac- 
tivities for the Nov. S general election to 
suburban Cook, Lake, DuPage and Will 
counties. 


"It's unfair to characterize the city as 


the only place where there's trouble," 
said Thomas Rocscr, Project LEAP 
chairman and a resident of Park Ridge, 
at a press conference Tuesday. "We be- 
lieve there's an awful lot of work for us 
to do In the suburbs, too." 


ROESER SAID LEAP already has re- 


ceived some reports of dishonest election 
practices and patronage abuses in the 
suburbs, although he-declined specifics. 
The organization is asking the residents' 
help in Identifying all areas where unfair 
procedures are suspected. 


Both parties in DuPage County have 


agreed to allow LEAP to recruit election 
judges and Roeser hopes to "obtain sim- 
ilar cooperation from political officials in 
tho other counties. 


LEAP 
always 
has 
worked with 


Cook County Republicans in obtaining 
election judges, but to date the Cook 
County Democratic Central Committee, 
chaired by Chicago Mayor Richard. J. 
Daley, has ignored the group, Roeser 
said. 


LEAP election judges serve out of their 


own precincts and the organization is in- 


terested in recruiting suburban residents 
to work at the polls In the city as well as 
in their area. 


"Even if we don't have any real cor- 


' ruption out here, which I doubt, people in 
the suburbs should be concerned about 
what happens in the city on election day 
because vote fraud there can definitely 
affect the total county vote," Roeser 
said. 


THE ORGANIZATION has targeted 


1,300 of Chicago's 3,147 precincts in 
need of LEAP election judges. The pre- 
cincts were picked because of reports of 


ghost voting, electioneering by precinct 
captains or political parties, harassment 
of voters or pollwatchers, inflated vote 
totals by election judges or others in the 
polling places, incorrect reporting of vote 
t o t a l s , Illegal assistance and in- 
timidation. 


Besides training election judges, LEAP 


also dispatches teams of troubleshooters 
on election day in response to requests 
for assistance. 


The organization works closely with 


the Chicago Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, the Cook County State's Attor- 


ney's Office and the'U.S. Attorney's of- 
fice. 


The group so far has recruited 1,000 


election judges to work Nov. 5, an all- 
time record for LEAP, according to 
Kirsten Svare, executive director. The 
organization wants to surpass the 1,300 
goal in Chicago and Miss Svare said Re- 
publican election judges are still "des- 
perately needed." 


Any registered voter may serve as an 


election judge. Persons interested may 
contact Project LEAP at 22 W. Monroe 
St., Room 1501, Chicago.

Schaumburg United Party's second 


convention Thursday appears to be shap- 
ing up as anyone's ballgame for the six 
candidates hoping to be slated for four 
trustee posts on tho April village ballot. 


There Is no contest in party races'for 


village president and clerk with Trustee 
Raymotid'Kesscll and Sandy Carscllo un- 
challenged in their bids for those offices. 


KwseU's name will be placed in nomi- 


nation for the four-year term of village 
president by Village Pres. Robert 0. 
Atchcr. In office since 1059, Atchcr did 
not ask for party slating for a fifth term. 
If elected, Kessctl, who has served as a 
trustee since 1963, will become the third 
village president of Schaumburg. 


MRS. CARSELLO. seeking her third 


term as clerk, will bo nominated by 
Trustee Raymond LcBcau. Plus serving 
as a part-time clerk, Mrs. Carscllo is 
employed as village collector, a full-time 
post. 


If SUP would be predicted to follow 


tradition, the convention might select 
four appointed village officials — one of 
them a woman — as trustee candidates. 


Incumbent Trustee Edward G. Olscn; 


Thomas Kosln, a plan commissioner; 
Alan Larson of tho zoning board of ap- 
peals; and Beverly Jean Wogrzyn, a 
health board member, might, in that 
cose bo their choices. Mrs. Wegrzyn is 
seeking nomination for the single two- 
year term while tho others are running 
for four-year posts. 


But James Rogers, a party member 


who has never held cither an elected or 
appointed office, shows early strength in 
the race for the 3 four-year terms. 


Rogers, past president of Schaumburg 


Jaycecs. will bo nominated by Trustee 
James Guthrie, who Is not running for a 
second term. The nomination will bo 
seconded by Trudlo Cafferata, president 
of SUP Women's Auxiliary. 


ROGERS COULD emerge as a formi- 


dable candidate at tho convention based 
on strategy he used in a 1973 Jaycecs 
election campaign whore he unexpect- 
edly won the presidency. At the last min- 
ute, Rogers displayed organization and 
strong support enabling him to toko the 
election from Frank Kozak, the favored 
candidate.

Village vehicle stickers going doivn $1.50 


The cost of Hoffman Estates vehicle 


stickers will go down $1.50 next year. 


In a 4-2 decision the village board 


agreed to lower from $7.50 to $6 the cost 
of vehicle stickers for 1975. Opposing 
votes came from Trustees Dyrie Rath- 
man and Edward Hennessy, supported in 
their position by Village Pres.

presume the building will be available since the village may 
decide to keep the station open. 


Village Mgr. George Longmeycr had recommended this 


summer that the station be closed after the village takes over 
fire protection services. A similar recommendation was made 
lost year by tho National Loss Control Service Corp., a con- 
sulting firm hired by the village to study the feasibility of 
creating a municipal fire department. 


Local organizations, including the park district and library, 


have anticipated tho closing and requested use of tho build- 
ing. 


But Llnd said Monday no decision has been made and 


chlded tho organizations for statements mode publicly re- 
questing the facility. 


Llnd said Tuesday no discussion has yet taken place among 


officials on tho use of the station. Ho added that decision may 
come before tho end of tho year, soon after the village as- 
sumes control of fire protection services.

Center fights loony bin image

The Elk Grovc-Schaumburg Mental 


Health Center is trying to shed the image 
of being just a "loony bin," said execu- 
tive director Jordan Rosen. 


"It is a false image and impression our 


center, like other mental health facilities 
has been branded with in the past," 
Rosen said. 


Tho center, in a farmhouse on 


Bicstcrficld 
Road near the Alexian 


Brothers Medical Center in Elk Grove 
Village, instead serves as a therapy fa- 
cility for people who need help. 


It offers several programs designed to 


appeal to people who are interested in 
retaining a healthy mental attitude, as 
well as to those who need therapeutic 
services for either being seriously or 
mildly emotionally disturbed. 


ELK GROVE VILLAGE has been the 


primary financial supporter of the center 
and was responsible for its start In 1D66. 
It then was known as the Community 
Services and Mental Health Board and 
served Elk Grove Village only. In those 
beginning years the center's main job 
was working with delinquent teen-agers. 


Until 1969, with additional funding 


from Elk Grove Township and the Elk 


Grove United Fund, the center began ex- 
panding Its services to include families. 


The five-room farmhouse, an old frame 


building, has been expanded to meet the 
demands of the communities the center 
now serves. It is now a 10-room facil- 
ity. 


"In 1970 we operated on a $36,000 a 


year budget with a staff of three people; 
today it has 25 persons on the staff and a 
budget of approximately $300,000 and we 
arCjStill growing," Rosen said. 


FUNDING TO OPERATE the center 


now comes from the two townships, the 
Illinois Dcpt. of Mental Health, the 
United Fund of Schaumburg and Elk 
Grove Village and clients' fees. 


With the state aid in 1971 came a direc- 


tive to serve the full Elk Grove and 
Schaumburg townships area. In 1972 the 
community service board created the 
Elk Grove-Schaumburg Townships Men- 
tal Health Center. The new agency con- 
tinued to be partially funded by and 
worked with Elk Grove Village until this 
year when the center became totally In- 
dependent of the village The center is 
now governed by and responsible to Its 
board of directors. 


Rosen has put about 95 per cent of the 


building's total space to use as confer- 
ence rooms for therapists and clients 
with one small room housing the center's 
seven clerical and administrative staff 
members. 


"Several months ago the center had a 


waiting list; today thanks to a recent 
United Fund cash allocation we've an al- 
most non-existent waiting list and more 
staff," Rosin said. 


THE FACILITY is handling a full 


patient load that averages 55 cases a 
month. Some of the cases are whole fam- 
ilies. "We are OK for now, but since wo 
don't terminate treatment of exactly 55 
cases a month, before long we will be 
hard pressed to meet the demands of the 
ever growing communities we serve," 
Rosen said. 


In addition to the facility In Elk Grove 


Village, the center operates an outpost at 
Roselle and 
Schaumburg 
roads 
In 


Schaumburg. 


Doors are open Monday through Thurs- 


day, from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. and Friday 
and Saturday from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 


"We welcome drop-ins and are open 


anytime to just talk or explain what's 
available In the way of enrichment or 
therapeutic programs," Rosen said.

A continued hearing on the project, 


planned on 121 acres west of the village 
Civic Center, is scheduled for 8 p.m. 
today in Civic Center's Lincoln Hall, 101 
S. Schaumburg Ct The property is under 


contract purchase by American Home 
Building Guild Illinois Inc. It is now 
owned by William Lambert, who donated 
the 40-ocro civic-cultural center site to 
the village in 1971. 


AMERICAN HOME Building Guild of- 


ficials contend they are exempt from 
school district end cultural center fund 
donations because of Lambert's land do- 
nation to the village. 


Developers were asked at the last zon- 


ing board hearing to submit the offer in 
writing to school officials. 


A letter explaining there has been no 


further contact from developers was sent 
Monday to Russell Parker, zoning board 
chairman, a school official said. The offi- 
cial said a meeting was held during the 
summer with the developer's attorney 


for purposes of discussion. 


Developers have agreed to a $100-per- 


unlt contribution to Schaumburg's hospi- 
tal fund and $10,000 each to the police 
and fire departments.

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LEAP takes first step to clean up suburb elections 


by JILL DETTNER 


Chicago's Project LEAP (Legal Elec- 


tions In Alt Precincts) Is taking aim for 
the first time this fall at vote fraud In 
tho suburbs. 


The organization has worked since 1071 


to recruit and train honest election judg- 
es to serve in Chicago precincts with a 
history of ghost voting and other Illegal 
election practices. 


Believing Irregularities also exist in 


(ho suburbs, LEAP Is expanding Its ac- 
tivities for tho Nov. S general election to 
suburban Cook, Lake, DuPagc and Will 
counties. 


"It's unfair to characterize the city as 


the only place where there's trouble," 
said Thomas Roosor, -Project LEAP 
chairman and a resident of Park Ridge, 
at a press conference Tuesday. "Wo bc- 
llcvo there's an awful lot of work for us 
to do In the suburbs, too." 


ROESER SAID LEAP already has re- 


ceived some reports of dishonest election 
practices and patronage abuses hi the 
suburbs, although he declined specifics. 
The organization Is asking the residents' 
help In Identifying all areas where unfair 
procedures are suspected.' 


Both parties In DuPagc County have 


agreed to allow LEAP to recruit election 
judges and Rocscr hopes to obtain sim- 
ilar cooperation from political officials in 
the other counties. 


LEAP 
always 
has 
worked 
with 


Cook County Republicans In obtaining 
election judges, but to date the Cook 
County Democratic Central Committee, 
chaired by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, has ignored the group, Roeser 
said. 


LEAP election judges serve out of their 


own precincts and the organization is in- 


terested in recruiting suburban residents 
to work at the polls In the city as well as 
in their area. 


"Even if we don't have any real cor- 


ruption out here, which I doubt, people In 
the suburbs should be concerned about 
what happens In the city on election day 
because vote fraud there can definitely 
affect the total county vote," Roeser 
said. 


THE ORGANIZATION has targeted 


1,300 of Chicago's 3,147 precincts in 
need of LEAP election judges. The pre- 
cincts were picked because of reports of 


ghost voting, electioneering by precinct 
captains or political parties, harassment 
of voters or pollwatchers, inflated vote 
totals by election judges or others In the 
polling places, incorrect reporting of vote 
t o t a l s , illegal assistance and in- 
timidation. 


Besides training election judges, LEAP 


also dispatches teams of troubleshooters 
on election day in response to requests 
for assistance. 


The organization works closely with 


the Chicago Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, the Cook County State's Attor- 


ney's Office and the U.S. Attorney's of- 
fice. 


The group so far has recruited 1,000 


election judges to work Nov. 5, an all- 
time record for LEAP, according to 
Kirsten Svare, executive director. The 
organization wants to surpass the 1,300 
goal in Chicago and Miss Svare said Re- 
publican election judges are still "des- 
perately needed." 


Any registered voter may serve as an 


election'judge. Persons interested may 
contact Project LEAP at 22 W. Monroe 
St., Room 1501, Chicago.

Dunne ordered the city to hold new hear- 
ings, and show cause why Krctschmnr's 
subdivision should be denied. 


Although the council's decision in the 


spring stemmed from concern over al- 
lowing multiple access driveway cuts 
Into Golf and Algonquin roads, numerous 
points backing up the denial were cited 
Tuesday. 


Kretschmar submitted no evidence his 


nroject plans were reviewed by the 
North Cook County Soil and Water Con- 
servation District, and tho district sub- 
mitted no report on the plans to the coun- 
cil. Review by the district is required un- 
der state and city law. 


Kretschmar also did not provide prop- 


er certification by a surveyor, and did 
not locate adjoining streets on the subdi- 
vision plat, both required by city codes. 


The plans showed no sidewalk, drive- 


ways, street lights or parkway trees and 
no offslto connections to the city-owned 
sanitary sewers, nor did they show on- or 
off-site storm sewers, storm-water reten- 
tion or any system for storm-water dis- 
charge. 


Krctschmar's topographical mop in- 


dicate storm-sewer system, but it was 
not the same provision as was shown on 
engineering drawings. The system on the 
topographical map was deemed "totally 
unacceptable from an engineering view" 
and creating a "health and safety haz- 
ard" by Muldowncy. Muldowncy also 
noted the retention basins shown on the 
topographical map arc located so as to 
make It impossible to install access driv- 
es for three lots. Provisions for utility 
casements arc lacking, as well as signa- 
tures of several persons required by city 
codes, Muldowncy said.

Schlickman hits court on parochiaid 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arlington 
Heights, expressed dis- 


pleasure Tuesday at a U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling against state aid to church- 
supported schools.

Schlickman, one of the leading propo- 


nents of assistance to parochial schools 
in the Illinois General Assembly, called 
the decision "rather discouraging." 


The court, in a 6-3 vote this week, reaf- 


firmed Its stand against state aid to 
parochial schools by striking down a Cal- 
ifornia law allowing tax credits for par- 
ents whose children attend church-sup- 
ported schools. The decision solidifies a 
ruling by the court last year in a similar 
case from New York.

on parochiaid," Schlickman said. "You 
almost have the feeling that they might 
reverse some of their earlier favorable 
rulings that proponents of aid have been 
relying on." 


The court rules 27 years ago that 


states may reimburse parents of private 
school students for bus fares. It also has 
allowed states to pay for school lunches, 
public health services and seculat text- 
books for parochial school students. 


THE ILLINOIS Supreme Court in 1973 


overruled attempts by the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly to provide state money for 
textbooks and other services to parochial 
schools. The move ended efforts in the 
legislature on the subject, at least tempo- 
rarily. 


Schlickman said some proponents of 


parochiaid still are hopeful for a favor- 
able ruling on a case making its way to 
the U.S. Supreme Court from 
New 


Hampshire. 


In that case, he said, the state set im a 


"voucher plan" in which parents of chil- 


dren in private, nonchurch schools re- 
c e i v e d state assistance. Parochial 
schools are suing, saying that ex- 
cluding them from the program violates 
the equal protection clause of the U.S. 
Constitution. 


"A favorable decision would say that it 


is all right to have a voucher system, but 
that you can't discriminate between pri- 
vate and parochial schools," Schlickman 
said. 


In a related case decided this week, 


the Supreme Court also ruled that al- 
though schools can provide bus trans- 
portaton for parochial school students, it 
is not mandatory. 


The court also has cases on various 


kinds of aid to parochial schools pending 
from Pennsylvania and Ohio.

Is being evicted, effective Oct. 31, be- 
cause of her continual failure to pay rent 
on time and because of damage done to 
the building by her children, according to 
the apartment management. 


Sue Gate, general manager of Littles- 


tone Co., management consultants for 
the complex, said several thousands dol- 
lars worth of damage was done to the 
building and Mrs. Orr's children were 
partly responsible.

LEAP takes first step to clean up suburb elections 


by JILL BETTNER 


Chicago's Project LEAP (Legal Elec- 


tions In All Precincts) Is taking aim for 
the first time this fall at vote fraud in 
the suburb*. 


The organization has worked since 1971 


to recruit and train honest election Judg- 
es to serve in Chicago precincts with a 
history of ghost voting and other Illegal 
election practices. 


Believing irregularities also exist in 


the suburbs, LEAP is expanding Its ac- 
tivities for the Nov. 5 general election to 
suburban Cook, Lake, DuPage and Will 
counties. 


"It's unfair to characterize the city as 


the only place where there's trouble," 
said Thomas Roeser, Project LEAP 
chairman and a resident of Park Ridge, 
at a press conference Tuesday. "We be- 
lieve there's an awful lot of work for us 
to do In the suburbs, too." 


IIOESER SAID LEAP already has re- 


ceived some reports of dishonest election 
practices and patronage abuses in the 
suburbs, although he declined specifics. 
The organization is asking the residents' 
help in identifying all areas where unfair 
procedures are suspected. 


Both parties In DuPage County have 


agreed to allow LEAP to recruit election' 
judges and Roeser hopes to obtain sim- 
ilar cooperation from political officials in 
the other counties. 


v 


LEAP 
always has' worked with 


Cook County Republicans in obtaining 
election judges, but to date the Cook 
County Democratic Central Committee, 
chaired by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, has Ignored the group, Roeser 
said. 


LEAP election judges serve out of their 


own precincts and the organization Is In- 


terested in recruiting suburban residents 
to work at the polls in the city as well as 
in their area. 


"Even if we don't have any real cor- 


ruption out here, which I doubt, people in 
the suburbs should be concerned about 
what happens in the city on election day 
because vote fraud there can definitely 
affect-the total county vote," Roeser 
said. 


THE ORGANIZATION has targeted 


1,300 of Chicago's 3,147 precincts in 
need of LEAP election judges. The pre- 
cincts were picked because of reports of 


ghost voting, electioneering by precinct 
captains or political parties, harassment 
ot voters or pollwatchcrs, inflated vote 
totals by election judges or others in the 
polling places, incorrect reporting of vote 
t o t a l s , Illegal assistance and in- 
timidation. 


Besides training election judges, LEAP 


also dispatches teams of troubleshooters 
on election day in response to requests 
for assistance. 


The organization works closely with 


the Chicago Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, the Cook County State's Attor- 


ney's Office and the U.S. Attorney's of- 
fice. 


The group so far has recruited 1,000 


election judges to work Nov. 5, an all- 
time record for LEAP, according to 
Kirsten Svare, executive director. The 
organization wants to surpass the 1,300 
goal in Chicago and Miss Svare said Re- 
publican election judges are still "des- 
perately needed." 


Any registered voter may serve as an 


election judge. Persons interested may 
contact Project LEAP at 22 W. Monroe 
St., Room 1501, Chicago. The telephone 
number is 726-3954.

Hicks Road 
widening set 
back 2 months 


The widening of Hicks Road between 


Baldwin and Rand roads In Palatine has 
been set back another two months be- 
cause of delays In getting federal clear- 
ance for the project. 


Tuesday was tho latest in a long series 


of deadlines the U. S. Dept. of Trans- 
portation has failed to meet. Federal 
clearance of the project was necessary 
by Tuesday to permit the state to let bids 
Dec. 10. 


The next scheduled state bid letting is 


Feb. 11. Clearance of the project must be 
received by Dec. 24 to make this bid let- 
ting. 


The widening project was scheduled to 


bo completed during tho summer but the 
delay In getting federal clearance pre- 
vented the start of construction. State of- 
ficials hope construction can begin next 
spring. 


Tho forms for federal clearance were 


filed with the U. S. Dcpt. of Trans- 
portation in April, Henry Yamanaka, of 
the Illinois Dept of Transportation said. 
There havo been no federal requests for 
additional Information, Yamanaka said. 


THE FEDERAL CLEARANCE is nec- 


essary because the Hicks Road project 
Includes the realignment of a tributary of 
Salt Creek on County Forest Preserve 
District property. The realignment is 
being done at the request of the forest 
preserve but federal law requires an en- 
vironmental statement be filed and ap- 
proved when park land is used for high- 
way projects. 


Tho project originally was estimated to 


cost 12 million but the delays will result 
in Increased expenses, Yamanaka said. 
The project is being funded under the 
federal aid urban program in which the 
federal government pays 70 per cent of 
the cost and the state the remaining 30 
per cent. 


In addition to the widening of Hicks 


Road from two to tour lanes with a 16- 
foot median, curbs and gutters, a bridge 
across tho tributary and left-turn lanes 
ore Included in the widening project. 


The construction is part of a three- 


phase plan calling for the widening of 
more than six miles of Hicks Road from 
Euclid Avenue in Rolling Meadows to 
Rand Road. 


Schlickman hits court 
decision on parochiaid 


State Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arllngton Heights, expressed 
dis- 


pleasure Tuesday at a U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling against state aid to church- 
supported schools. 


Schlickman, one of the leading propo- 


nents of assistance to parochial schools 
in tho Illinois General Assembly, called 
the decision "rather discouraging." 


The court, in a 6-3 vote this week, reaf- 


firmed Its stand against state aid to 
parochial schools by striking down a Cal- 
ifornia law allowing tax credits for par- 
ents whose children attend church-sup- 
ported schools. The decision solidifies a 
ruling by the court last year in a similar 
cose from New York. 


"It seems that bit by bit the Supreme 


Court is upholding its landmark decison 
on parochiaid." Schlickman said. "You 
almost have the feeling that they might 
reverse some of their earlier favorable 
rulings that proponents of aid have been 
relying on." 


The court rules 27 years ago that 


states may reimburse parents of private 
school students for bus fares. It also has 
allowed states to pay for school lunches, 
public health services and seculat text- 
books for parochial school students. 


THE ILLINOIS Supreme Court in 1973 


overruled attempts by the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly to provide state money for

Librarian hopes to rekindle children's interest in reading

Palatine youngsters aren't reading as 


many books as they used to and Palatine 
library officials have created several 
new programs to get them interested in 
books again. 


Seven years ago, 1,000 books circulated 


in the children's library on a single day. 
The average is now 300, children's librar- 
ian Alma Mehn said. 


"It's because children are constantly 


exposed to electronic communication de- 
vides such as television and movies in 
their homes and schools," she said. 
"They learn to rely on these devices for 
knowledge rather than on books. 


"Children find it more entertaining and

Chicago's Project LEAP (Legal Elec- 


tions In All Precincts) Is taking aim for 
the first tlmo this fall at vote fraud In 
the suburbs. 


The organization has worked since 1071 


to recruit and train honest election judg- 
es to servo In Chicago precincts with a 
history of ghost voting and other Illegal 
election practices. 


Believing Irregularities also exist In 


the suburbs, LEAP Is expanding its ac- 
tivities for the Nov. S general election to 
suburban Cook, Lake, DuPagc and Will 
counties. 


"It's unfair to characterize the city as 


the only place where there's trouble," 
said Thomas Rocscr, Project LEAP 
chairman and a resident of Park Ridge, 
at a press conference Tuesday. "We be- 
lieve there's an awful lot of work for us 
to do in the suburbs, too." 


nOESER SAID LEAP already has re- 


ceived some reports of dishonest election 
practices and patronage abuses in the 
suburbs, although he declined specifics. 
The organization is asking the residents' 
help in identifying all areas where unfair 
procedures arc suspected. 


Both parties in DuPagc County have 


agreed to allow LEAP to recruit election 
judges and Roeser hopes to obtain sim- 
ilar cooperation from political officials in 
the other counties.

Cook County Republicans in obtaining 
election judges, but to date the Cook 
County Democratic Central Committee, 
chaired by Chicago Mayor Richard J.

LEAP election judges serve out of their 


own precincts and the organization is in- 


terested in recruiting suburban residents 
to work at the polls in the city as well as 
in their area. 


"Even If we don't have any real cor- 


ruption out here, which I doubt, people in 
the suburbs should be concerned about 
what happens in the city on election day 
because vote fraud there can definitely 
affect the total county vote," Roeser 
said. 


THE ORGANIZATION has targeted 


1,300 of Chicago's 3,147 precincts in 
need of LEAP election judges. The pre- 
cincts were picked because of reports of 


ghost voting, electioneering by precinct 
captains or political parties, harassment 
of voters or pollwatchers, inflated vote 
totals by election judges or others in the 
polling places, incorrect reporting of vote 
totals,., illegal assistance and in- 
timidation. 


Besides training election judges, LEAP 


also dispatches teams of troubleshooters 
on election day in response to requests 
for assistance. 


The organization works closely with 


the Chicago Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, the Cook County State's Attor- 


ney's Office and the U.S. Attorney's of- 
fice. 


The group so far has recruited 1,000 


election judges to work Nov. 5, an all- 
time record for LEAP, according to 
Kirsten Svare, executive director. The 
organization wants to surpass the 1,300 
goal in Chicago and Miss Svare said Re- 
publican election judges are still "des- 
perately needed."

Job may cost $20,000 more than $150,000 budgeted 
Weller Creek work faces cutback 


A long-awaited project aimed at reliev- 


ing bank erosion along Weller Creek in 
DCS Plaincs and Mount Prospect may 
have to be cut back because of rising 
costs. 


De Plaincs Aid. Thomas Koplos, 1st, 


said engineering estimates indicate that 
the job will be at least $20,000 over the 
$150,000 budgeted. 


However; "the engineers are a little 


optimistic that the jab may come in un- 
der the estimate," Koplos said. Bids for 
the work will be awarded on Nov. 6, he 
added. 


Funds for the work are being contrib- 


uted by DCS Plalnes, Mount Prospect 
and the state in equal shares. 


Koplos predicted that if the bids equal 


or exceed the engineering estimates, the 
project may have to be cut back. 


"We will just have to take the unit 


prices for the work and do as much as 
the money will pay for," Koplos ex- 
plained. 


Both towns are bidding the work 


jointly in an effort to reduce costs, said 
DCS Plaines city officials. 


CURRENT SCHEDULES indicate that 


much of the work, between School Street 
in Mount Prospect east to the Washing- 
ton Street bridge in DCS Plaincs will be 
done next spring. 


The work will involve a gabion process 


which involves the placement of stones in 
wire baskets along the sides of the creek. 


More than $3 million has been spent to 


improve various sections of the creek 
since 1060. Much of the work was aimed 
at solving flooding problems, but the so- 
lutions in some cases caused bank ero- 
sion. 


Sometimes residents in both Mount 


Prospect and Des Plalnes have esti- 
mated that as much as four feet of their 
back yards have been washed away. 


In the past, Des Plaines has attempted 


to halt the erosion by placing large 
chunks of concrete along the banks, but 
this work has not halted all of the ero- 
sion. 


Engineering work for the project is 


being prepared by the firm of M/E AI- 
stot, March and Guillou, Inc., of DCS

Wolf Rd. tvork nearly complete 
Euclid area detour 
may end in 2 mos. 


The bothersome detour around the Euclid Avenue construc- 


tion area in northeast Mount Prospect may end within two 
months if fair weather continues. 


County highway officials said Tuesday Euclid Avenue will 


be open as soon as work at the intersection of Euclid and 
Wolf Road is completed. The intersection is being widened to 
make room for left-turn lanes. 


Work on the two ea'stern lanes of Wolf is nearly complete. 


"With a little bit of luck and with the weather in our favor we 
should have two lanes open there in about two weeks," said 
Francine B. Stuart, highway department spokesman. 


SHE SAID, HOWEVER, the intersection will not be opened 


until work on the western lanes of Wolf Road Is completed, 
and said that is not expected for a month or two. 


The widening of Euclid Avenue to a four-lane roadway has 


created numerous problems for residents in the area. They 
have been forced to detour around the area since April when 
the road was closed at the railroad tracks. Traffic has been 
using the alternate route of Kensington-Foundry Road to the 
south. 


"We're trying to get that detour out of there as soon as 


possible," Miss Stuart said. "That's why they are working so 
hard. We're very concerned about the people out there. We're 
doing everything we can to expedite it." 


Work on the stretch of Euclid Avenue between Wolf and 


River roads was originally scheduled for completion this 
month. Miss Stuart said contractors are about three months 
behind schedule as a result of the nine-week cement truck 
drivers' strike last summer. 


Contractors are scheduled to complete work on the three- 


quarter-mile section early next year, but bad weather could 
delay work even longer. 


CONSTRUCTION ALSO IS progressing at the Intersection 


of River and Euclid, where the road is being widened for left- 
turn lanes. That work is scheduled for completion before the 
end of the year, with the paving of the eastern two lanes 
already finished. 


The project is part of an overall plan to widen Euclid-Lake 


from Wolf Rood in Mount Prospect to Milwaukee Avenue 
near the Tri-State Tollway, then continuing east to a point 
between Landwehr and Pfingsten roads near Glenview. 


The first phase of wark is being done by Rossi Contractors, 


Northlake for $2.1 million. The total project is expected to 
cost $4 million.

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LEAP takes first step to clean up suburb elections

Chicago's Project LEAP (Legal Elec- 


tions In All Precincts) Is taking aim for 
the first time this fall at vote fraud In 
the suburbs. 


The organization has worked since 1071 


to recruit and train honest election Judg- 
es to servo in Chicago precincts with a 
history of ghost voting and other Illegal 
election practices. 


Believing irregularities also exist In 


(he suburbs. LEAP Is expanding its ac- 
tivities for tho Nov. 5 general election to 
suburban Cook, Lake, DuPage and Will 
counties. 


'"It's unfair to characterize the city as 
the only place where there's trouble," 
said Thomas Roeser, Project LEAP 
chairman and a resident of Park Ridge, 
at a press conference Tuesday. "We be- 
lieve (here's an awful lot of work for us 
to do in the suburbs, too." 


ROESER SAID LEAP already has re- 


ceived some reports of dishonest election 
practices and patronage abuses In the 
suburbs, although he declined specifics. 
The organization is asking the residents' 
help in identifying all areas where unfair 
procedures are suspected. 


Both parties in DuPage County have 


agreed to allow LEAP to recruit election 
judges and Roeser hopes to obtain sim- 
ilar cooperation from political officials In 
the other counties. 


LEAP 
always 
has 
worked with 


Cook County Republicans in obtaining 
election judges, but to date the Cook 
County Democratic Central Committee, 
chaired by Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, has Ignored the group, Roeser 
said. 


LEAP election judges serve out of their 


own precincts and the organization is in- 


terested In recruiting suburban residents 
to work at the polls in the city as well as 
in their area. 


"Even if we don't have any real cor- 


ruption out here, which I doubt, people in 
the suburbs should be concerned about 
what happens in the city on election day 
because vote fraud there can definitely 
affect the total county vote," Roeser 
said. 


THE ORGANIZATION has targeted 


1,300 of • Chicago's 3,147 precincts in 
need of LEAP election judges. The pre- 
cincts were picked because of reports of 


ghost voting, electioneering by precinct 
captains or political parties, harassment y 
of voters or pollwatchers, inflated vote" 
totals by election judges or others in the 
polling places, incorrect reporting of vote 
t o t a l s , illegal assistance and in- 
timidation. 


Besides training election judges, LEAP 


also dispatches teams of troubleshooters 
on election day In'response to requests 
for assistance. 


The organization works closely with 


the Chicago Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, the Cook County State's Attor- 


ney's Office and the U.S. Attorney's of- 
fice. 


The group so far has recruited 1,000 


election judges to work Nov. 5, an all- 
time record for LEAP, according to 
Kirsten Svare, executive director. The 
organization wants to surpass the 1,300 
goal In Chicago and Miss Svare said Re- 
publican election judges are still "des- 
perately needed."

Half-price garbage pickup extended 


A half-price garbage rate will be ex- 


tended to cover Arlington Heights resi- 
dents who are 62 years old and receiving 
Social Security benefits. 


The village board voted 7-1 Monday 


night to broaden eligibility for the re- 
duced rate which now applies to person 
65 years of age or older. 


The cost break for senior citizens is 


expected to add 3 to 4 cents a month to 
the regular- residential rate, said Village 
Health Director Frank Charlton. The in- 
crease is necessary to offset the loss in 
revenue to the Laseke Disposal Co. as a 
result of more half-price customers. 


About 600 persons are paying half the 


regular $5.08 monthly rate for garbage 
pickup. Lowering the eligibility to age 62 
with Social Security income is expected 
to add between 180 and 200 persons to the 
list. 


THE NEW REDUCED rate policy Is 


not expected, to take effect before 
January when a general increase in the 
garbage collection rate is anticipated. 


Laseke is entitled to a 5 per cent year- 


ly increase In the residential garbage 
rate according to terms of the company's 
five-year exclusive contract with the vil- 
lage. A rate hike for 1975 is pending be- 
fore the village board's finance com- 
mittee. 


Charlton said the disposal company 


has agreed to the change in the senior 
citizens' policy, provided the resulting 
drop in Income is made up. 


The change in policy for senior citizens 


was proposed by the village board's legal 
committee after a hardship case was 
presented. 


Legal committee chairman James T. 


Ryan called the one case "emblematic" 
of the problems faced by some senior 
citizens living on limited fixed incomes 
and said the change would "humanize" 
the village's garbage contract. 


THE ONLY VILLAGE board member 


to vote against extending the half-price 
policy was Trustee Richard J. Durava 
who said he disagreed with using any ar- 
bitrary age for eligibility. 


"That means Rocky Rockefeller, if he 


lived in Arlington Heights, wouldn't have 
to pay (full price) for garbage service," 
Durava said. "Age has no relation to 
ability to pay, and using it Is not charity, 
not kindheartcdness, it's damn foolish- 
ness."

Ryan said that 62 was not an arbitrary 


age chosen by the committee, but was 
adopted by the Social Security Adminis- 


tration as the minimum age at which a 
person can collect benefits. 


Trustee David Griffin said it would be 


"an administrative nightmare" for the 
village to check out every application for 
a reduced rate in order to determine the 
resident's ability to pay. "We're not a 
public aid department,"he said. 


Ryan said it would be demeaning and 


unpalatable to require each senior citizen 
to prove hardship. 


To be eligible for the reduced rate, 


residents nil! have to be at least 62, re- 
ceiving Social Security and living alone, 
or with a spouse, or with another individ- 
ual 65 or older.

Schlickman hits court 
decision on parochiaid 


S t a t e Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arllngton Heights, expressed dis- 
pleasure Tuesday at a U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling against state aid to church- 
supported schools. 


Schlickman, one of the leading propo- 


nents of assistance to parochial schools 
in the Illinois General Assembly, called 
the decision "rather discouraging." 


The court, in a 6-3 vote this week, reaf- 


firmed Its stand against state aid to 
parochial schools by striking down a Cal- 
ifornia law allowing tax credits for par- 
ents whose children attend church-sup- 
ported schools. The decision solidifies a 
ruling by the court last year in a similar 
case from New York. 


"It seems that bit by bit the Supreme 


Court is upholding its landmark declson 
on parochiaid," Schlickman said. "You

Hanson's recommendation not to accept 
the lower bid in light of the $6,000 addi- 
tional cost. "It doesn't take an MIT pro- 
fessor to put these things In," Ryan said 
in response to Hanson's contention that 
Mr. Frank, Inc. had never installed a 
water main. 


"If you won't accept my recommenda- 


tion on this, then don't accept It on any- 
thing. That's how strongly I feel about 
it," Hanson told the board. At one time, 
he said, the village would not permit Mr. 
Frank, Inc. to do subdivision work In Ar- 
lington Heights. 


RYAN EVENTUALLY voted to accept 


the second lowest bid. 


The water main Itself will be construct- 


ed along Thomas Street, from Ridge Av- 
enue to Highland Avenue; along High- 
land from Thomas to Maude Avenue; 
and on Maude to Arlington Heights Road. 


The pipe will be placed in the parkway 


of these streets and the construction 
should not cause any major detours, Vil- 
lage Engineer Allen Sander said.

Schlickman said some proponents of 


pnrochiald still are hopeful for a favor- 
able ruling on a case making its way to 
the U.S. Supreme Court from New 
Hampshire. 


In that case, he said, the state set tin a 


"voucher plan" In which parents of chil- 
dren in private, nonchurch schools re- 
cclved state assistance.' Parochial 
schools are suing, saying that ex- 
cluding them from the program violates 
the equal protection clause of the U.S. 
Constitution. 


"A favorable decision would say that it 


is all right to have a voucher system, but 
that you can't discriminate between pri- 
vate and parochial schools," Schlickman 
said. 


In a related case decided this week, 


the Supremo Court also ruled that al- 
though schools can provide bus trans- 
portaton for parochial school students, it 
is not mandatory. 


The court also has cases on various 


kinds of aid to parochial schools pending 
from Pennsylvania and Ohio.

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The 1st District 
Illinois House race 


The lit Legislative District of Illinois stretches from Lake Michigan on the 


cast to the western end of Buffalo Grove and In the Northwest suburbs Includes 
the communities of Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and the northern third of Arlington 
Heights. Voters In the 1st District will cast ballots next month for three legislators 
In the Illinois House of Itcprcscntatlves and one State Senator. Today, The Herald 
profiles the candidates for the House — two Republicans and two Democrats. Of 
the four candidates, three will be selected to represent their district in Springfield. 


Democrats: Katz seeks 6th term; 


Mrs. Henehan without party help

State Rep. Harold Katz, D-Glcncoe, 


seeking his sixth term, was in the fore- 
front when compromises were being 
sought for the Regional Transportation 
Autorlty bill and the ensuing amend- 
ments, although ho was firmly com- 
mitted to the concept of the RTA. His 
oposltlon was received more favorably In 
the eastern portion of the District than the 
western townships of Wheeling and 
Northflcld. 


His other primary projects, which have 


been considered In past sessions and will 
be pressed in upcoming sessions, Include 
mandatory statewide installation of the 
911 emergency telephone system by 1081 
and elimination of tolls on tollways when 
the highways have paid for themselves. 
Tho tollway bills would prevent the Illi- 
nois Toll Highway Authority from ex- 
tending roads without legislative approv- 
al. 


Katz made several efforts to com- 


promise on the RTA conflicts so a work- 
able agency would come into being. "My 
first major RTA bill was rejected by the 
governor, but what actually came out (in 
amendments) was my bill in total," said 
the 32-year-old attorney. 


TAKING A compromise position "was 


the opportunity to do something for my 
constituency," Katz says. "I resolved to 
listen to some of the complaints, and 
those that seemed reasonable I tried to 
incorporate in the amendments." 


The 911 emergency phone system is es- 


sential to speed up emergency calls, 
Katz says, and he was successful in the 
past session in setting up a $20,000 fund* 
for the Illinois Commerce Commission to 
begin planning for it. "I believe this is an 
important project — important in saving 
lives and making people feel more se- 
cure." 


Legislation Katz plans for the next ses- 


sion would include something on protec- 
tion of individual privacy. "I expect to 
touch on school records and other public 
records," he said. Katz said use of com- 
puters can endanger privacy, and he is 
particularly 
concerned 
with 
school 


records that include comments of psy- 
chiatrists, psychologists and social work- 
ers. 


Katz would insure that school records 


are not available to anyone except par- 
ents.

GOP: Duff ivants to lead; Porter rips assembly

At 44, Brian Duff has behind him two 


terms in the Illinois General Assembly, 
one of them as chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee; a brief flirtation 
with a race for the U. S. Congress, and a 
creditable legislative record. 


What Is before the Wilmctto Republi- 


can Is not apparent, but the general ob- 
servation that his political ambitions 
reach beyond the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives is not one which he bothers to 
deny. 


One thing that seems subject to no 


doubt is his reelection to a third term as 
representative of the 1st Legislative Dis- 
trict. In 1972, his total of 104,687 votes 
outdistanced all other legislative candi- 
dates In the 59 districts of Illinois. 


AND WITH THE prospects of a similar 


performance in the Nov. 5 election, Duff 
is casting his eye on the spcakcrship of 
the House in the 79th General Assembly 
if the Republicans can hold their major- 
ity, or if not, the minority leadership. 


Among the measures to which he 


would like to bring the weight of a lead- 
ership position is a new program, which 
he calls the Child Advocate Program, for 
which ho Is now drafting legislation. 


Duff wants "every county, township 


and municipality" to have local resi- 
dents, available night and day, whose 
sole responsibility would be to go to the 
old of children In difficulty. 


Paid with a combination of state and 


local funds, these advocates would be 
called upon in any case where a child 
needs an adult to stand by him. Their 
function would not be to take the place of 
any existing social agencies, but rather 
to be aware of what help is available to 
the child and to help see that he gets it. 


Programs to which Duff has devoted 


his efforts include merit selection of 
judges, a uniform system of probation 
procedures; grand jury reform; coordi- 
nation among state's attorneys, and a 
statewide commission on police brutality.

JOHN E. PORTER, seeking his second 


term representing the 1st District, plans 
to introduce two bills on the right to 
privacy, including one dealing with auto- 
mated data and another with the use of 
Social Security numbers. 


Porter says ho also would urge legisla- 


tion to require that a judge from another 
county sit in trials of local officials who 
are charged with official misconduct. 


Abo on his list for the coming session 


are: 


• Another attempt to bring merit se- 


lection of judges, at least In Cook County 
if not statewide. 


• Legislation to limit continuances in 


criminal trials. 


• Legislation requiring disclosure of 


the names of lund trust beneficiaries in 
any consideration by a government for 
permits or rezoning. 


• Legislation to prevent prison offi- 


cials from limiting the use of prison li- 
braries as a disciplinary measure. 


• Legislation to provide tax credits to 


parents paying tuition to any educational 
institution. 


• Legislation for a floating usury rate. 
• Legislation licensing and regulating 


the repair-service Industry. 


• Regulation to revise probate prac- 


committees, also has sponsored legisla- 
tion that allows children to obtain coun- 
seling on drug problems without the 
knowledge of the parents. 


MRS. DOROTHY HENEHAN of Glen- 


view entered the Democratic primary 
race In the 1st District nearly a year ago 
because she believed that large portions 
of the district have, no true representa- 
tion. 


Mrs. Henehan frequently points out 


that two of the district's representatives 
live in the North Shore communities of 
Evanston and Glencoe, and the third in 
N o r t h b r o o k , although the district 
stretches west to take in Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove and a northern sliver of 
Arlington Heights. 


"There are growing pains in the west- 


ern part of the district that towns in the 
eastern end no longer experience," she 
says. She points to continued growth in 
schools and severe flooding problems in 
areas like Wheeling, which die says re- 
quire help from the state. 


The most common response she has re- 
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ceived in walking through communities 
like Wheeling and Glenvlew, she said, is 
"Gee, we never had anyone (candidates) 
come to the door before." 


IT HAS BEEN a sob effort, she said. 


There was no organization support when 
she ran in the primary against one In- 
cumbent Democrat and another with 
some organized support. 


But, she said, the lack of help from the 


party organization has only strengthened 
her desire to go to the legislature "for 
the people." 


Beyond a growing fear of inflation and 


disturbance over "a double standard of 
justice" since President Ford's pardon of 
Richard Nixon, Mrs. Henehan feels the 
issues are much the same now as they 
were in the primary. 


Those that concern her most: 
• Tough penalties for drug pushers. 
• Statewide zoning. 
• Immediate help for local commu- 


nities on flooding problems. 


• Continued efforts to develop the 


RTA, which she calls "a must" for the 
economic life of the metropolitan area.

tices in the state to lower costs and make 
it easier to administer estates. 


• State support for special summer 


education program for learning disabled 
children. 


But while Porter has ideas for needed 


legislation, he is critical of the way the 
legislature works. 


Porter advocated electing committee 


chairmen by the membership of the Gen- 
eral Assembly rather than having them 
appointed by the Speaker. 


He said he hopes the legislature in the 


next session can "come to grips with the 
tax equalizer problem and the unfairness 
built Into property taxes." 


Collective bargaining also will be be- 


fore the assembly and Porter says he 
believes the right to strike has to be for- 
gone by public employes "in critical 
areas." 
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
